GOID received instructions frets SEUENOV to congratulate and praise 
BIQTHMAN for turning over Buzia*^ material* In late 19U2 BROTHUAN de- 
livered to GOID infoxmatlon in great detail concerning mixing equipment 
for transmittal to the Soviets* Subsequent to furnishing this data^ 
perhaps early in l?l(3, GOLD states ERQTHMN, SillEIjOV and GCSD met in 
Lincoln Hotels N.7.C* This meeting was of soae five hours' duration* 
EROTHMAN furnished material re an aerosol di denser and magnesium pon>- 
der to GOID for transmittal to Soviets* This material Tias not turned 
over to SESilENOVj according to GOLD* GOID states EROTHMAN never received 
any remuneration for his work for Soviets* However, GOLD advised that 
in connection with Buna-6 material, EEIOTHMAN did receive money for blue- 
printing expenses* EROTHMAN was interested in receiving Soviet finaiv- 
clal backing for work on various chemical processes* SEIffilfOV, idien 
infonned by GOID of this, stated that EROTHMAN should secure a job with

meeting GOLD was introduced to ^ARX^^W^Etf by ERGTHUAN as ^EBAN^'' ^ 

at this meeting said, "Shake the h^d that shook the hand of — •, you 
know*" GOID said that TREBER' referred to BROTHMAN' s meeting with SEMENCf7* 
gtOTjM AN jo ld GOID subsequently he had not discussed 5E2SENCI7 meeting 
with BEBf&k GOLD, in separate signed statement furnished on T/H/^O* 
stated that at BROTHMAN 's bidding he told untrue story re his Initial 
meeting and association with SIOTHMAN, to FBI and Federal Grand Jury 
in N.I.C* in summer of 19U7* GOLD also said BROTHMAN id not know his 
true name until GOID was employed by EROTHiAN in 19U6. On 7/13/50 GOLD 
fuxnished m^lemental signed statement re HlOTHMAN's appearance before 
Federal Grand Jury* GOID received In^ression that BROTHMAN had told 
associates that GOLD, ^en interviewed ^ FBI, had fixed entire blame 
on BROTHMAN* Various items secured during search of GOID's residence 
showing relationship with EROTHMAN, set forth* GOID's comnents concen>- 
ing these items listed* Certain of these items listed as emanating fraa. 
Hendrick Manufacturing Cempany, Carbondale, Fa* Cemments of Estimating 
Engineer J* K. McWILLIAMS, Hendrick Manufacturing Company, listed* GOID's 
knowledge of espionage histoiy of BROTHMAN set forth* 
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DETAIIS* at PHILADELPHIA. PENTEYLVANIA 


I. IHrRODQCTiOH 

HABR7 QOIiD> o£ 6823 Kindred Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
on Hay 22, 1950, advised Special Agents T. SCOTT UILLER, JR« and RICHARD E« 
BRENNAN that he was the individual to whcm Dr* JULICS KLAUS FUCIS passed 
infoxmation concerning the atomio bomb, for trananission to Russia* 

Dr* MIL JULIUS J^US FUCHS on March 1, 1950 entered a plea 
of guilty to the cfia^e of having ‘to atonic secrets of both Britain 

and the United States to the Soviet Union, before Lord Chief Justice GOUDARD, 
in the Senior Assize Court of the British Mpire, at London, England* FUCIS 
was sentenced to fourteen years' imprlsoment* 

On May 23, 1950, a hearing was held before United States 
District Judge JAMBS P. Hc(BANBRY, Eastern District of Pennsylvania, sitting 
at Philadelphia* Federal Judge MeCHlANSlY advised the subject of his constitu- 
tional rights and stated he was entitled to the benefit of counsel and at this 
time permitted HARRY GOID to read a copy of the coag>laint filed against him in 
the Eastern District of New York on May 23, 1950* Upon completion of the hear- 
ing before Federal Judge Mc^ANHlY, bail was set in the amount of $100,000, and 
GOID was remanded to the custody of the United States Marshal in default of bail* 
GOLD was removed by the United States Marshal and placed in Mcyamensing Brison, 
Philadelphia* He was later removed torn the Mcyamensing County Prison because 
of the crowded conditions and placed in the Holmesburg County Prison by prison 
authorities* 

Following the arrest and incarceration of liARRY GOLD in the 
Holmesburg County Rrison at Philadelphia, he has been interviewed on a continuing 
basis by Special Agents MCIIER and BRENNAN* During the com-, e of these inter- 
views, he has furnished the infozmation set out in succeeding sections of this 
report concerning his American contacts, ALERED DEAN SLACK, DAVID GREENGLA^ 
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A. DEAUIIQS WITH UNKNOTN AMStlCAN, HA, MARGIN. ROCHESTER AND BUFFALO, NESf TDRK 

... On May 22 and 23, 1950^ HAHftT QOID furnished the foUontng ih- 

foxmatlon to Special Agents T. SCOTT IdLISl, JR* and RICHARD £• BRRNNANi 

He advised that he had obtained material and information f^cm an 
individual idicDi he met sometime in late 19Ul or early 19l^* This individual, 

GOLD said, he kneir as MARTIN and believed that he worked at Eastman Kodak Company, 
Rochester, New fork* Concerning this individual' s employment, GOLD said he was - 
not sure that MARTIN actually worked at Eastman Kodak, but that this again was an 
impression of his* QOID described MARTIN as foUowst

On June 1, 1550, in the chambers of Judge JAMES P. McSLANERY, 
at which time JOHN D. M. HAMII/rON and AUGUSTUS S. BALLARD, attorneys for subject 
GOLD, were present, Mr* HAMIITON informed Special Agent T* SCOTT MILLER, JR* that 
HARRY GOID had requested that the Agents talk to him as soon as the conference 
with Mr, HAMILTON was cmpleted. 

HARRY GOLD then stated privately to Specia?. Agent MIUER that 
the individual ■rticm he had previously stated was known to hi;;; only as MARTIN, was 
actually an individual named AL SLACK, and that it was GOLD himself -riio used the 
alias of MARTIN* The interview was of necessity ended at this time* 

On June 3, 1950, HARRY GOID was shown a photograph of ALFRED 
DEAN SLACK, and he identified SLACK as being the individual idiom he knew as AL 
SLACK* On the back of this picture, HARRY GOID wrote, •This is AL SLACK idiom I 
identified in my statement given to the FBI 6-2-50*" HARRY GOID signed this staW- 
ment, idiich was witnessed by Special Agents T, SCOTT MUJER, JR, and RICHARD £, 
BRENNAN.

HARRT OOID^ hereby make the f oHoidng TOluntary statement to 

Ti SCXiTT mUBR^ JR. and RICHARD E. SRENNAN who have Identified thaa- 
selves to me as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigationj 
U. S. Dqpt. of Justieel No threats or premises have been made me and 
I realize that I do not have to make any statement, and aiy statement 
I do make may be used against me in a court of law* I realize that I 
have a right to counsel. 

“In the Fall of 19^1 I had been engaged in industrial espionage on 
behalf of the Soviet Union, since 1936, with the exception of the period 
from late summer of 1938 to the late summer of 19U0, at idiich time I was 
attending college in Cincinnati. 

“In the Fall of 19lil I was meeting regularly with a man unknown to me 
except by the name t*o was obviously Russian and vrtio had pr^ 

vlously told me that due to the attack on Russia by Geimany, we would 
have to once again begin to obtain vital information for the Soviet 
Union on a very much intensified scale. 

"I went from Phila., Penn, to N.I.C. on a Sat. to meet SAM in N.T. 

SAM gave me the name of AL SLACK as a man v4io lived in Rochester, N.T. 
and worked for the Eastman Kodak Co. and that I must leave that night 
to see him in Rochester. This carried the inference, and I understood 
it to mean that SLACK would furnish us with infozmation. 

“I traveled by bus, arriving in Rochester Sunday morning and called 
SLACK on the telephone. He met me in Rochester. At th .s time I gave 
him a »pep talk* on the necessity of aiding the Soviet I don now that 
she had been attacked. 

"This began a aeries of meetings between SUCK and myself in Rochester, 
probably once in N.I., once in Philadelphia, and several times at SLACK'S 
farm in Webster or West Webster, N.Y. During this time he gave me in- 
foimation on processes dealing with Kodachreme, including samples of 
chemicals. On several occasions I gave SLACK the sum of ^200.00, irtiich 
mon^ had been given me by SAM. I retained a receipt several times 
from SUCK for this money. SUCK was aware that he was getting this 
monqr in connection with supplying the information to me. 
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"The naterla^^ received from SIACK j I turned to SAM, mostly in 
Ifeuahattan, N«T*, and probably once in Buffalo, H.Yt 

"In connection vltb the time I met SLAGS in Phila^ he nas returning 
£rm Belle, West Ta, mhere he had seen a mho -was em- 

ployed by the DuPont Co* there* SUUCS ha'd obtained a pr^ess in con- 
nection with the making of zylon \;^n the payment of $500*00 to $1000*00 
to ObCHEHADB. . 

"I think that SL^ had suggested the possibility <f obtaining the : 
information and I took it up -with SAM. SAM then gave me the above 
money, yiblch 1 gave SLACK, with instructions to contact 

"In Itiila* SLACK gave me part of the lylon process, took part to 
Rochester, and later we got together and found that it was very Jumbled 
and inccmplete* I turned the information over to SAM* 

"Froa the time I first met SLACK, until the Fall of I 9 I 42 , I had to give 
two ipep talks* to SLACK about aiding the Soviet Union* 

"In the Fall of 19li2 SLACK was transfeired to the Holston Qrdnanoe Works 
in Kingsport, Tennessee* 

"On the instructions of SAM I made preparations to re-establish contact 
with SLACK in Tennessee* - 

"Rdor to this, and even after I saw SLACK in Tennessee, he exhibited 
a lack of willingness to continue supplying us with information* 

"I went to Kingsport, Tennessee in the early part of 15li3 and met SLACK* 
Following this 1 made irtiat I believe 3 more trips to Kingsport and saw 
SLACK on 2 of these visits* The last time I went out there I found 
froD the occupants of the house ^ere SLACK formerly li .od that SLACK 
had been transferred to Knoxville, Tenn* This last visit was about 
Christmas, 19U3* 

"On eiUier the 2nd or 3rd contact by me with SLACK at Kingsport, he 
supplied me with infozmatlon relative to the manufacture of e^losive 
material in the nature of a highly nitrated ccmpound, which was being 
made at the Holston Ordnance Works* SLACK also gave me a san^le of this 
explosive material in 2 rubber containers* There may have been one more 
step, chanical or physical, involved before the sample I had could ao- 
tually be used* SLACK mentioned to me idiat this final step was, ^ich 
I may have later put on paper* 
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"I took this information and sample back to Phila* and after several 
days took the information and sample vdtb ms to Uanhattan^ and 
turned it over to SAM. 

"The last time X saw SIACK ivad on my third visit to Kingsport at iihich 
time he told me that he thought he was going to be transferred to a 
highly secret project idiich he thought had to do with the manufacture 
of pcison gas* 

"The principal virtue of the e^cplosive mentioned above was the reduo- 
tion in bulk from the old type es^losive* 

"After I had reported to SAU the fact that SLACK had been transferred, 
he shortly thereafter ordered me to forget SLACK* 

"I have not seen SLACK, nor have I heard fTon him since my third visit 
to Kingsport, which was in the Fall of 1?U3. 2nd visit to Kingsport 
must have been in the summer of 19U3* 

"I would like to clarify the 2nd paragraph on page 1 to the extent that 
there had been a lapse of approximately six or seven months from the 
Spring of l^Ul to the Fall of l^Ul during which SAM had indicated that 
he had no farther use for my efforts* About two months after the attack 
on Russia by Germany, SAM once again got in touch with me and emphasized 
the necessity for a greatly accelerated activity in obt aini ng information# 

"With respect to the third paragraph on page 3, I woiild like to state 
the following t the information furnished by GOCHEI’IAUR only carried the 
process up to the formation of the tfyion Salt* and did not include idiat 
is probably the most important step, the polymerization to the higl>- 
molecular weight polyaaide which is *Hylon*i nor were any of the sub- 
sequent steps such as the extension of the fibers or tlioir stretching 
to orient the molecules from the random state* 

"I have read the above statement consisting of this and five additional 
pages and am signing each page as all the information contained therein 
is true to the best of my knowledge and belief*

On Jul^ 10, 1950, KARRI 0011} furnished the following supplemental 
signed statement concerning his dealings and associations with ALFRED DBAN SLACK, ' 
to Special Agents T. SOOTT UILIER, JR. and RICHARD E. ERENNANt 

• "July 10, 1950 

Philadelphia, I^nna* 

"I, KARRI QOU), hereby make the following voluntaiy statement to 
T. SCOTT KILISl, JR., and RICHARD E. QRMNAN who have identified 
themselves to me as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Invest 
tigation* No threats or' premises have been made me, and I realize 
that I do not have to make aqjr statement, and ai^I statement I do 
make may be used against me in a Court of Law. I realize that I 
have a right to counsel. 

"The events I am going to relate had their beginning in the fall of 
19U0* Since Nbvgnber of 1935# and up until the fall of 19U0, I had 
been engaged in industrial espionage on behalf of the Soviet Union. 

"In the fall of 191*0, I was meeting regularly with a man unknown to 
me, except by the name of SAU, and this man I have since identified 
as SEMEN SEMENOV. SAM was obviously Russian and he had previously 
told me that.~ 

"In September of 191*0, I went Drom Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, to New 
Tork Oily, that was on a Saturday, and I met SAM in New lork. He gave 
me the name of AL SLACK as a man who lived in Rochester, New lork, and 
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T*o Forked tar the Kastman Kodak Ccoqpaiy, He also told mej SAM didj 
that I must leave that very night to see SLACK in Bochester, I -nas 
given no address j hut I was given the meinis name* There was the in- 
ferenosj which X gathered from SAM, that SLACK would furnish me with 
information, I travelled hy bus, due to the fact that I had not very 
much funds, and I arrived In Rochester on Sunday morning* I looked up 
SLACK'S name in the telephone directory and called Mm on the phone, 

I do not believe that I had been given SLACK'S phone number, but I do 
recall that SAM had said that SLACK lived in suburban Rochester* SLACK 
met me in Rochester after my phone call, and I would like to add here 
that when I made the call X identified myself to SLACK by saying that 
I was a friend of— then I gave the name of either the Russian agent idio 
had preceded me or of DIQ]^®IOGS| X rather think that it was the name 
of the Russian agent that X used^ We met in downtown Rochester, SLACK 
set the place, idiich was in front of a rather large movie theater, ig? 
the street from the Seneca Hotel in Rochester* SLACK and I met fairly 
early in the morningj X would say about 9t30 or 10:00 AJf., and the 
area was completely deserted* 

OThe principal event of the first meeting was the fact that X gave 
SLACK a 'pep talk' on the necessity of aiding the Soviet Union* This 
began a series of meetings between SLACK and myself in Rochester; onoe 
in New York City; once in Philadelphia; and several times at SLACK'S 
faim in Webster or West Webster, New York* During this time SLACK gave 
me information on processes dealing with Kodachreme, including samples 
. . of chemicals* There was also covered the phase of Kodachreme #iich 

I deals with aerial photograjdiy* Also during this period, that is from 

September 19U0, up until August or September 19l|2, I received informal 
tion from SLACK on the manufacture of rylon* SLACK in turn had received 
this information from a man called HOWARD GOC tffi^U^ 'vdio was at that 
time working for the Du Pont Company av Virginia, near Charles* 

ton. West Virginia*, Also during this period, and I am referring to the 
time at vrtilch SLACK gathered the Information on lylon, bLACK gave me 
some data on two prospective recruits, that is, people v'no might pos- 
sibly be persuaded to give us industrial informatl(^* The names of these 
two men were PAU^^ARCHHl and JOJ^^aJMPHRIES (^^HUMPHRBY)* STARCHHl 
worked at “Uiat time for the Carbide and Carbon Chanleals Corporation 
in their plant on the river at Charleston, West Virginia; HUMPHRIES, X 
believe, worked for the Belle plant of the Du Font Company* I would 
like to add the fact that concerning the nylon, the material tdiieh was 
obtained f^om OOCHENAUR related only to the nylon i^ooess as far as the 
production of the so-called 'Mylon Salt,' that is the lylon in its raw 
form prior to polymerization to the high molecular weight material 
idilch is lylon, nor were any of the subsequent steps Included, such 
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ae the extrusion ot the fibres frca the molten polunner or the suib- 
ee<^ent stretehijag of the fibres to orient the molecules £em the 
randan state* The polymerisation ims not carried out at Belle^ but 
the z^lon salt was shipped to Seaford, Delaware* I would also like 
to add that the infomatLon as received from QQCHENAUR w as in an 
extroaely’ Jumbled and haphazard foxm* and that SLACK stopped off at 
Philadelphia turned over to me a part of this information and he 
took the rest witii him* This was so that we could each stuc^ our 
separate sections and would later on meet to write a coherent report* 
This editing was done and was done during the summer of 1?1;2* The 
work was carried out at SLACK* s home on the farm in Webster* New York* 


■The section of the information given to SLACK by GOOHENAD^ and which 
SLACK had in turn given to me occurred about April of 1PU2; this happened 
in Philadeli^a* and was occasioned by SLACK* s stopping off at the North 
Philadelphia Station on his way back to Rochester* SLACK in turn having 
eaae f^om Charleston* West Virginia* All of the material which X re» 
ceived from SLACK as regards both the Eastman Kodak film process and the 
nylon was turned over to SAli* There were* however, certain portions of 
information* including various Eastman Kodak reports* samples of Koden 
chrome film* and a plant operating report on the subject of nylon idiioh 
were not turned over to SAM* This material has since been found in my 
home* and I have identi^^ it as such to Agents MEILER and BRENNAN of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation* 


■The reason that the material was not turned over was that It was later 
supplanted by more complete or more detailed information* On five or 
seven occasions I gave SLACK sums of money* each of which averaged 
about $200*00* These sums were not handed over only on the occasloa 
of the receipt of information* but were la id regularly and were within 
the nature of a retainer* principally to estpress apporeciation for the 
work that he had done* This money was handed to me by SAM* and I in 
turn gave it to SLACK* 


■Klso regarding OOCHE]^* QOCHENAt^S was paid a sum not less than $^*00* 
and not more than $1*000*00 for information which he furnished to SLACK* 
This sum of froa $500*00 to $1*000*00 was given to me by SAM* and 1 in 
turn gave it to SLACK 'riio finally turned It over to GOCHENABR* There 
m^ have been two payments in all* SLACK subsequently told me that he 
had led OOCHEimiff to believe that the mon^ had ceme fT'cm an industrialist 
in the United States to idiom this nylon information was being turned over 
for his own private use* 


■After the coipletiou of the work on lylon the next event that occurred

lias that SIACX nas transferred ty Eastoian Kodak to Chattanooga, 

Tennessee* I did not at first know of thlsA SMGK's transfer 
took place in the fall of 19U2i and I made several trips to Rochester

me by letting a third person, know of his whereabouts so that I could in 
turn get in touch with this third person* The name which he gave me was 
of, I believe, an aunt of Urs* SLA.CK, and the woman's name is Mrs* . ..IDA.. 

;^< D0RSE, or possltdy the latter 'e' has an accent on it* Mrs* DORSE lived 
near the Eastern ftirkway in Brooldyn, New York, on, I believe Kingshridge 
Avenue, though possibly it may be Highway or Road* The address, I be- 
lieve, U 25 , though It may have been $2$, or 625— in uiy case, it was 
about a half mile from the Eas^m Parkway* I called on Mrs* DOREE in 
Ifeu^ch of 19U3, &nd merely told her that I was an old friend of AL' s and 
wanted to know if she had heard from him* X told her that my name was 
Mr * MARTIN* and she said that yes, she had gotten a letter and that this 
letter was from either AL or Mrs* SIACK with an added note in it stating

"At SAM's behest, I went to see AL in Cincinnati, Ohio, on Derby Day, in 
May of 19lt3* When I arrived in Cincinnati I stayed at the Cincinnati 
Club* I called SLACK 'tdien 1 arrived in Cincinnati, and Trent up to see 
him idiere he lived* Ite welcomed me, but not with too gicat enthusiasm* 

He told me that he was now doing e3q>editing work for the Holston Ordnance 
Works irtiich were then being erected in Kingsport, Tennessee* This last 
named flxn was a subsidiary of Eastman Kodak Compaiy, or rather of 
Tennessee-Eastman* AL said that as soon as es^diting was completed, 
and he thought this would take f^cm three to five months, that he would 
then be transferred to Kingsport, Tennessee* He told me that during the 
period that he was in Chattanooga that he had worked at one of the Du

with us* I returned to Philadelphia* and subsequently reported to 
^ in New York to the effect that I had succeeded in contacting SLACK* 
and that SLACK would shoirtly be transferred to Kingsport* Tennesseei 
Z made no mention whatever qf my meeting with HOLLOtAY* 

"In September of 19.U3i ^ ^ Kingsport* and by means of the telephone 

directory succeeded in locating SLACK* It took me about a two-day-stay 
in Kingsport itself to see SLACK, since SLACK did not appear too anxious 
to meet me again* I did succeed finally in seeing him at his heme on 
the outskirts of Kingsport in a newly erected war-time development* 

He advised me that he was now working for the Holston Ordnance Works* 
and was on shift work* I met him once again in the fall of 19U3> in 
Kingsport* and twice during 19Ui* On the occasion of my third visit 
to Kingsport in the spring* most likely April of 19UU* SLACK gave me 
tbe only information which I ever received from him in that area* This 
related to details on the manufacture of a highly nitrated material 
used as an explosive and which was being made at the Holston Ordnance 
Works* The particular feature of this material was not the fact that 
its destructive potential was greater than that of a conventional 
nitrate esqiloslve* but that a much smaller bulk* possibly half that 
usually employed, was needed to produce the same effect. In vUier 
words* a ^ven amount* say a pound of this material wou:Ld produce 'Uie 
same destructive effect as two pounds of the more convt tional TNT* 

This matter was esqilained to me by SLACK* The material T^ch he gave* 
and I am referring to the written material* was rather sketchy because 
of the fact that SLACK could not ask too maiy questions* and his work 
was restricted to a certain section of the plant* It was, however* 
ecnq>lete* In -Uiat it covered the entire process as well as SLACK knew 
it* The material was in the form of three to six typewritten pages* 
with sane rough sketches and seme interpolated handwritten notes hy 
SLACK* I was also given two rubber containers* each of idiich weighed 
about one pound and ^ch* according to SLACK* contained the e^losive 
material* He also told me that it was perfectly safe to transport the 
material* because there was one more step needed, either a physical or 
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a ehoaloaX one^ or possibly a ccmblnatlop of both« before tbe material 
could actually be used In producing an explosion* 

^ muld like to add that SLACK told me that the material In the rubber 
containers was »wet< and I believe that the physical step that I have 
mentioned included that of dxylng the material* 

''SLACK mention^ to me idiat this final step consisted of, and I believe 
that I later put this fact on paper* 

"I took the infomatlon and samples back to Philadelphia, and after 
several days, went to Uhnhattan, New fork, and turned the Information 
and the sanples over to a man who was SAM 's successor, and whom I knew 
only as JOHN, but whcm I have since identified as ANATOU_AtJ[^:SBY. 

The last time that I saw SLACK was on the occasion of fourth visit 
to Kingsport which was in the very early fall, possibly September 19UU, 
at which time he told me thft he thought he was going to be transferred 
to a highly secret project which he thought had to do with the manufacture 
of poison gas* This project was located nearby in the area of Knoxville, 
Tennessee* 

tq: made one last trip to Kingsport in December of 19Ui, and upon calling 
at SLACK* 8 heme was met at the door by a total stranger vdio told me that 
SLACK no longer lived there, but who did not seem to know anything about 
his vdiereabouts* I then called at an adjacent heme and was told there 
that SLACK had been transferred to Knoxville, Tennessee* 

"I returned to Philadelphia, and then saw JOHN in New York# He told me, 
upon my reporting the resxilts of this last trip to Kingsport, Tennessee, 
to forget about AL SLACK* 

The last time that I heard frem SLACK was semetime early in 19ti5, pos- 
sibly January or February, certainly not later, and this was in the form 
of a letter postmarked at Knoxville, Tennessee, though it even may have 
been postmarked Kingsport, but inside, the letter, consisting of one 
sheet, was dated as having been written in Oak Ridge, Tennessee, The 
letter merely gave SLACK'S present address in Oak Ridge, and stated 
that he was well and liked his work very much* That was all, and that 
was the last time that 1 have ever heard Arom SLACK* During ny entire 
association with SLACK he knew me under the name of MARTIN, and I do 
not believe that I ever made it clear to him whether MARTIN was used 
as ny first or second name* However, I did, on one occasion, give n-tm 
the name HARRY QOID and the address 6623 Kindred Street in Philadelphia, 
and told him that he could use this address in the form of a letter drop* 
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I did notj however^ tell JOHN of this last arrangement* It was at this 
last given address on Kindred Street# that 1 received the letter from 
SLACK in January or February 19145* 

n(hi one of the occasions# and I believe this was an early one# during 
idilch SLACK went to see QOCHEaiAlS. in Charleston# Vest Virginia# he 
turned to New York# and T met SiACK there* It was then that I intro- 
duced him to SBaffiH SBffilHOY * For SELlKNOV's name I oised only the name 
SQlIOK* This occurred somewhere in the neighborhood of 5th Avenue be- 
twB^ 30th and U2nd Streets* SEMENOV excused himself after the meeting 
and left with SLACK for about five or ten minutes to discuss some matter 
concerning which I have no idea* SEMENOV later apologised for his con- 
duct and said that he had only gone through this procedure because he 
did not want to embarrass or cause any uneasiness on SLACK* s part by 
discussing the matter in front of me* The date of this meeting was in 
the late afternoon of Sunday#^ Decmber 7# 19Ul* Just as I was seeing 
SLACK to the train in Grand Central Station# he stopped for a newspaper 
and came back all excited# saying that the nows had just broken of the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor* 

"I have read the above statement# consisting of this and 9 additional 
typewritten pages, and am. signing it because the information is true 
to ^e best of my knowledge and belief*

at 6823 Kindred Street# Philadelphia# the following items were obtained* The 
items enumerated below are those which pertain to HARHI GOID's associations ami 
deaUngs with ALFRED DEAN SLACKi 

Item 1* A manlla folder containing five handwritten sheets of notes believed 
to be in the handwriting of HARRY GOLD* The first two sheets men- 
tioned a meeting with "AL#" believed to be AL SLACK, regarding 
material fhmiahed to GOLD by AL, which was left him tj^^J’^ICK" for 
use by a person identifying himself to b©^^*HCBlARD."

The material listed under Item 1 was shown to HARRY QOU) on June U, 
1950* He said at this time that the material on the two sheets of 
nnlined idilte bond paper in this folder was in his handwriting* He 
also stated at this time that the "AL" referred to on Page 1 of this 
material is ALfHED DEAN SLACK and the nHOHARDn referred to is HOWARD 
OOCiyU^ and "DICK" is RICHARD ^lOGS * ' " 

GOID said these two sheets are a rough draft of a report irtiich ho was 
preparing for SAH and that this report referred to material idiich 
would be of assistance to ai^one iho is designated to contact HOWARD 
GOCHE^IADR* 

In connection with the other three pi ges containing handwritten 
material, each page beginning as followsi "Design report covering," 
"Baffle plates to inhibit" and "The use of the subject type," GOID 
stated that this material had no connection with ALFRED DEAN SLACK* 

Item 2* A manlla folder bearing the notation, "Flue Gas A:gdi Smelters," 
containing thirty-nine pages of material, seme of which is type- 
written, seme handwritten and some photostats* 

GOID said on June 11, 1950 that the piece of bond paper containing 
the message, "The accempanying material represents material and data 
concerning work which has been done on the problan of silver recovery 
fron salvaged photographic emulsion," was probably typed by AL SLACK 
and was for the benefit of GOLD an^or SAM* GOLD stated that he has 
no independent recollection of this material, but that it undoubtedly 
was given to him by SLACK for transmittal to SAM* GOLD said he saw 
none of his handwriting on any of the documents, and he stated that 
material of this type would save a photographic conpaiy or a country 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars in research* He advised that 
he does not know wby this folder is in his possession, and could only 
say that he either forgot to give it to SAM; told L M about it and SAM 
was not interested; or SLACK was to do scanc more on this material 
in this folder but never got around to it, or SL^XK procured more up 
to date information on the silver recovery process which outdated the 
referenced material* 

Item 3* This Itan is a aaall white card, about two and one-half inches by 
one and one-half inches, containing handwriting in pencil* On 
June 11, I950, GOID admitted that all the handwriting appearing 
thereon Is his, with the exception of the date "^3-50" followed . 
by two sets of initials and the numeral notation "29-11." QOID 
said that this card definitely refers to GOLD^s dealings with SLACK, 
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and that he is alaost positiTO that this card was -written ty him when 
he was recel-ving instructions fircm as to -idiat he should obtain 
frcD SIACEa 

With reference to J^iragraph 1 on the card^ OOZD stated -that acetyl 
butyrate must be sme type of solvent for dissolving film^ either 
for Him rocoveiy or film formation* With reference to l^agraph 2 
on the cardj GOLD said he could not state whether this dealt wi^ 
Kodachrome* With reference to foragraph 3 on the card, GOLD stated 
-that this does refer to Kodachrome* With reference to Paragraph 
which states, "In other fields arythlng in his reach of military 
importance* ** QOID said that this notation probably meant in fields 
of photography other than Kodachrome* 

QOID s-tated that -fdth reference to the -time "September 19U0>'* it 
refreshes his memory -to the extent that possibly he did know SLACK 
in the fall of I^UO* HdVire-^r, GOLD said there was the possibility 
that the date September 191*0 refers to a date that SLACK turned 
over -the information described to 00ID*s predecessor in So-viet 
espionage, who then turned it o-ver to SAU or some other Russian 
con-tact, and that SAM wras merely passing this information on to 
GOLD so that the latter could refresh SLACKS s recollection as to 
what he had given his contact* 

Item U* This item is a book entitled "Genesee Fever*" GOLD advised on 

June 11, 1950 that he definitely recalls that AL SLACK or his wife

•this may have ^en typed by SLACK, but if»s definitely not typed 
by him* The second, third and fourth pages in this folder, coiw 
sisting of \inruled, white paper, contained handwriting referring 
to "Jacket for silver tubing of urea converter*" GOU) said that 
this is not in his handwriting and believes it may have been written 
by SLACK. 

GOID went on to advise that the only material inside this folder

Third Avenue in New York City* He said th4t JOHN gave him at this time a sUp 
of paper containiQg a name and address in Albuqu^que and told GOU) to contact 
this person idiile he was in Albuquerque* He said that JOHN advised that th^ 
individual would have information for GOID, and JOHN gave GOLD $500.00 to pay 
this individual* JOHN also told GOU3 that he was to see this unknown individual 
after his visit to fUGHS* 

GOID advised that upon hie arrival in New Mexico, he went first 
to see FUCHS and returned that evening to Albuquerque from Santa Fe, and attenpted 
to contact the unknown individual^ but found no one at hone* GOLD said as a re- 
sult of this, he stayed overnight in Albuquerque but on the next morning, which 
was a Sunday, he went to the address siq>plied him by JOHN and at this time he met 
the unknown individual* 

GOID said this was the first time that he knetw the unknown in- 
dividual was a soldier* GOID. advised that this individual was a non-commissioned 
officer, either a Corporal or a Sergeant* GOID said he returned to this house 
again in the afternoon, and at this time the unknown American soldier gave GOID 
an envelope containing several sheets of handwritten or typewritten paper con- 
taining information pertaining to the division in which the soldier was employed 
at Los Alamos, New Mexico* GOID said he did not know how Important this infor- 
mation was* At the time the soldier furnished GOLD the information, he was 
hareied the $500*00* GOID said the soldier took the money and said that he needed 
it badly. HARRY GOLD has advised that he has no recollection of obtaining a re-

HARRY GOID advised that he used the name FIL\NK KESSLHl in his 
meeting with the soldier* He is not certain about the name KESSIHl, but he def- 
initely remembers that he used the first name FRANK* GOLD has advised that al^ 
though he was given the name of the soldier at this time, he has completely for- 
gotten it. GOID said that he believed this soldier to be a native of the Bronx

GOID also recalls that this soldier told him that he and his

and I realize that I do not have to make a statement, and any state-

There were two lapses in my espionage 
activities, one from the late Summer of 1938 to late Summer of 19U0, ■ 
during which time I was attending college in Cincinnati, Ohio* The 
second lapse was from the Spring of 19U1 to the Fall of 19lA* In the 
Spring, SAM, idio was my Russian contact at the time, told me I was 
not needed ai^ymore* In the Fall, however, SAM told me that now that 
Russia had been attacked, we must resume our work on an intensified 
scale* 

"In the Spring of 19US, I was meeting regularly with a man unknown 
to me except by the name of JOHN, who was obviously a Russian, and 
-sho bad succeeded SAM as my Russian contact* 

"Sometime around May of 19U5 I me JOHN in, I beUeve, a bar on- Third 
Ave, New York City* This meeting was to discuss plans for ny depar- 
ture in June of 19U5 for Santa Fe, New Mexico* I was going to Santa 
Ib on the instructions of JOHN* During this meeting JOHN supplied me 
with a name and address of a man in Albuquerque, New Mexico, and in^ 
structed me to contact this man while I was there* I believe JOHN told 


to contact tb^iah^s iri-fe in case the man las there# JOHtf t old 
me that I irould receive initanation frcm this man, vhich I was^^to 
deliver to JOHN* JOHN gave me an envelope containing about ^f^OO.OO*

I again went to his house on the next morning, Sunday# At this time 
I met the man# I cannot recall this man»s name, but I believe he 
lived on the second or third floor of a house, the exact address of 
idiich I cannot remanber# It was, however, scmevdiere north of East 
Central Ave, one or two blocks north, and somewhere between N« High 
Street and N* Pine Street#

SiARTIN, I cannot recall which# I used some form of recognition, “ 
InvQi ^n g the first name of a man, and stating that he had sent me# 

This individual recognized the password# 

"At this time I discovered to ay surprise that this individual idiaB 
I was contacting was in jbhe U. S* Amy, and was, I believe, a Tech- 
nician Fifth Grade# His rating may have been higher, however* This 
man was not over 25 years of age, perhaps even younger, about 5 ’ 7 ", 
sturdily built, dark brown or black hair, which was either curly or

Albuquerque Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, 
advised on June 2, 1950 that a logical suspect in this matter was one DAVID 
GREENGLASS, ^o with his wife, RUTH, had a small efficiency apartment at 209 
North High Street, Albuquerque, during the period of GOLD'S contact* T-1 
advised that this house has been remedied since 19U5* 


On June 6, 1950, HARR! GOID was exhibited pictures of DAVID 
CSEEICLASS by Special Agents RICHARD E. ERENNAN and T. SCOTT ILI^R, JR* At 
this time GOID advised that he was not able to effect any identification of 
GREENGLASS frm the current photographs of himj however, GOLD advised that a 
picture of C21EENGLASS in which he wore an academic gown, without a hat, resembled 
to a great extent the individual idicni he had contacted in Albuquerque in 19U5* 
This latter picture was taken of (K^NGLASS in 19UO* In connection with the 
pictures of GREBKjLASS and those of his wife, GOID stated that he could not make 
a definite identification from aiy of these pictures* He did state, however, 
that there was sane resemblance between RUTIj*idlEENGLASS and the unknown American 
soldier' s wife idiom he had met In 19U5* 

On June 7, 1950, HARRY GOLD was shown current motion pictures 
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of hcftises in areas in JUbuqaerqae^ New Mexico^ that coincided with the general 
directions furnished by him in reaching the residence of his American soldier 
contact. In these films GOLD selected the house at 20? North High Street," 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, as that most closely resembling the house he visited 
in June of 19U5. 

However, GQID advised that he believed the house at 209 North 
High Street, Albuquerque, New Mexico, had undergone recent remodeling* He said 
that he was Tin^blfi to mAigR a positive identification of Ihis house as the one he 
had visited in June of 19U5* 

D* POSITIVE IDENTIFICATION OF DAVID CSEENOIASS BT GOLD 

On June 15, 1950, Special Agents T. SCOTT MILLER, JR. and 
RICHARD E. HtENNAN exhibited to HARRY QOID a series of pictures of DAVID OMaaJGLASS 
taken in about 19U5« In this group of pictures, GOLD identified a photo^a^ of 
DAVID GREENGIASS as being identical with the American soldier he contacted in 
June of 19U5 in Albuquerque, New fiextoo. The photograph selected by GOLD tos 
one of DAVID (BEiNGLASS and his wife, RUTH (BEEj^LASS, stanthng on the steps of 
the house at 209 North High Street, Albuquerque, TJewTiexico. This photograph 
bore an Albuquerque, New Mexico camera shop date stamp of November 8, 19U5 on 
the back* 


HARRY GOID wrote the following statement on the back of this 
photograph of DAVID GBEENQLASS and his wifet . 

’This is the man I contacted in Albuquerque, N.M* in June, 19U5, on 
instructions liran ny Soviet Espionage Superior, ’JOHN** The man in 
the picture gave me information relative to his work at los Alamos, 

New Mexico, which information I later gave to JOHN-" 

2, SUPPTEMFNTAL SIGHED STATEMENT OF GOLD CONCERNING DAVID G ^ EENGLASS 

HARRY GOID on July 10, 1950, furnished Special Agents T. SCOTT 
MIILEE, JR. and RICHARD £• BRENNAN the following supplemental information concern- 
ing DAVID C21EENGLAS3, in the form of a signed statement! 

"July 10, 1950 
Philadelphia, Penna. 

01, HARRY GOID, hereby make the following voluntary statement to 
T. SCOTT MILLER, JR., and RICHARD E. BRENNAN, who have identified 
themselves to me as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation. No threats or pnromises have been made me, and I realize 
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that I do not haTO to make any statement, and any statement I do make 
may be used against me in a Court of Law* I realize that I have a 
right to counsd* 

would like to add the following to the statement dated Jiine 2, 1950, 
which I gave the above named agents relative to the Tinknown individual 
contacted in Albuquerque, New Mexico, in June of 19U5* Since the above 
statement was made I have identified a picture shown to me by Agents 
MTT.TJK and BEiENNAN, and whom I have been told is DAVID CmEENQLA^j.. as 
being the same man I previously described as being the Unknown G«I* 
idicm I met in early June of 19U5, in Albuquerque, New Mexico* 

“I have also recalled the fact that my means of identifying myself 
to (HEENQLASS and of his verifying this identification was by means 
of two torn pieces of paper of an irregular shape, but which matched 
Triien put togeliier* One such piece was in my possession, and had been 
given to me by JOHN, and the ’other piece was in CBEENGLASS' possession* 

"During a conversation I had with Mrs* on the occasion of 

my first meeting, that is the morning meeting, at* the GREENGLASS* apart- 
ment in Albuquerque, Birs* (HIEENGLASS told me that when they returned to 
New York on QtEEWGLASS* s expected furlough, which was to take place about 
December of 19U5, that I "could contact than by getting in touch with a 
relative of Mrs* GREENGLASS* I believe the man questioned was supposed 
to be Mrs. CffiEENGLASS» father, that is the father-in-law of DAVID GREEN- 
GLASS, and I had previously stated that I believed his name to be PHILIP 
and that I believed in the Bronx, New York* Since that time I have come 
to the belief that the more likely possibility may have been iJiat this 
man was either an uncle or a relative of Mrs* GREENGLASS, and that his 
name may have been JULIUS* I am certain that I was given a telephone 
number, but I am not certain as to idiether I was also given an address* 
There is also the possibility that the location in New York m^ have 
been the Bronx* Mrs* GREE3IGLASS also told me that just irior to her 
leaving New York, in April of 19U5, that she had talked vdth JULIUS 
and had explained this arrangonent to him* 

"I had been instructed by JOHN before leaving Albuquerque, that there 
was the possibility that this man might not be in Albuquerque, but that, 
certainly, his wife would be there and that in such an event, that she 
would turn over to me an envelope containing the information on atonic 
energy, and that in turn, should she exhibit ary need for money, that 
I was to give her the envelope containing the ^500*00. Further, JOHN 
had explained to me that GREENGLASS' s wife was just as reliable as he 
was in eonductiiig such an affair* 
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■I irould like to add also that during the major part of my conversation 
ifith (SlEEH&LASSf idiich conversation included the fact that he was worlo- 
ing at Los Alamosi the fact that he was going to propose a possible re- 
cruit (and idiich I promptly discouraged); and the actual transfer of 
the information which occurred on the occasion of the second meeting 
of about five minutes duration on that same day, but in the afternoon, 
that Ihrs* (XEENGLASS was present during all of this* X believe, hoiM 
ever, that idien I gave the money to GREENGIASS, that Mrs. GREENtJlfiSS 
may have been in the tiiX7 kitchen of their veiy small apartment* 

believe that when Mrs* GSIEENQLASS returned to the room, that GREENQLASS 
may have made seme mention of the fact that I had given him some money* 
Also at this time, and in Mrs* (SEENGLASS's presence, he gave some In^ 
dication that the sum might not be sufficient to see then through for 
a very extended period and he also indicated that it would be very de- 
sirable if he could, on a later date, get more money* I believe that 
at this time I indicated to him that I might be back in Albuquerque in 
September of 19h5f and that if this event did transpire, I would bring 
along acme more money for him* There was also stated the matter that 
had I not brought the $$00*00 along with me that it wotild have been 
Impossible for Mrs* (HEENOLASS to continue to stay in Albuquerque any 
longer*

A. INITIAL MEETING WITH BROTHMAN 

On June 3, 1950, a white card aF^oodfliately 2’» x 3" la 
size, that contained this eiyptic message on one sldet

was secured during a search of HARHI CSQID*s residence. 

HARHI GOLD, iftien shown this card on June 15# 1950 by SAS 
T, SCOTT MILLM, JR. and RlfHARD £. BRENNAN, said it contained instructions 
relative to his first contact of ABRAHAM EiU)THKAN. GOLD'S detailed com- 
ments concerning this card are set out under Section Iff, sub— section C of 
this report. 

B. SICMH) STATEMENTS FURNI3HH) HI GOLD RE BROTHMAN 

HARHI GOLD on July 11, 1950 furnished to Special Agents 
T. SCOTT MILLER, JR and RICHARD E. BRENNAN the following signed statement 
incorporating his knowledge of the espionage history of ABRAHAM BROTHMAN: 

"July 11, 1950 
Philadaiphla, Penna. 

"I, HAHRI GOLD, make the following voluntary statement to 
RICHARD E, BRENNAN and T. SCOTT MTT.T.ER, JRc, who have identi- 
fied themselves to me as Special Agents of the F3deral Bireau 
of Investigation. No threats or promises have been made to me 
and I know that any statement I make can be used against me in 
a court of law. I have been advised of ny right of counsel 
and I know that I do not have to make any statement at all. 

"SCTie time in the middle or late August of the year 19A1# ny 
Soviet superior, SAM, who has since been iden^^Jfied by me as 
SEMEN SEMENOV, told me that he would have an irporsunt assign- 
ment relating to obtaining information from a "Government 
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official*" He did not elaborate on this wept that a week 
or 80 after his first announcement in the middle of August, 
he told me of an arrangement for meeting this man* About a 
week later he told me that the proposed meeting was off* I 
beUeve that the reason that he gave was that there was a 
Jewish hQllda 7 , the Day of Atonement, coming up, and that the 
men in question or his immediate family were religious* He 
also, at this time, gave me instructions for a later meeting* 
This meeting, 1 believe, was to be in the downtown port of 
New York, somewhere in the neighborhood of Dey or Church Street* 
I appeared for this meeting, but it did not take place* There 
is some little doubt in my mind vdiether or not this or a 
following meeting, idiich also did not take place, aetually 
occurred In the order that 1 have given them, but In any case 
to summarise t * 

"There were three proposed meetings; one which SAM, himself, 
called off^ and two others, one of which may have been called 
off by SAM, and to one of which I definitely went and the man 
in question did not show up* Now, up to this time, he had not 
been described to me bf name* There was merely the statement 
that he was an important Government official, an engineer* X 
believe that the third meeting was near a Chlld^s Restaurant, 
somewhere in the Broadway District* About the third week in 
September, SAM gave me a set of Instructions for meeting this 
man* This meeting was to take ;i^ace between 6th and 7th 
Avenues, somewhere about 26th or 27th Street. The man in 
question was to be in a car, the license number of which had 
an *N* in it as I recall, and 1 have since been told by the 
Investigating Agents,, or rather I have been shown a lemorandum 
card on which Is written, in ny handwriting, the license number 
13f903d« Also on the memorandum card was the fact that I was 
to ask about this man*8 wife, NAOMI, and to ask about his baby 
daughter, and I was to bring greetings from t HELEN*. I was 
told, at this time, that the man«B name was A^AHAM BROTHMAN* 
This meeting took i^ace as planned on a Monday“nignt ,“ very 
late In September. I definitely recall that the occasion of 
this meeting was also the night of the JOE LOUIS-LOU NOVA 
heavyweight fight* BROTHMAN wae late for this meeting by 
about 10 or 15 minutes, and finally came along this street 
in the middle twenties, between 6th and 7th Avenues, in his 
ear* I spotted the license number* It was very dark and as 
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la usual In the Pur and Garment district, there was no one 
there at all. I opened the door and slipped into the car 
beside him. He seemed a little startled for a moment; 
possibly he thought that this was someone hostile to him. 

I then gave him the greeting and identified myself as FRAMK 
KESSLEB. Just about this time, the fight came on, and we 
sal In^he car and heard it on BBOTHMAN»s car radio through- 
out the two or three rounds that the fight lasted. We then 
drove around for a little id^e, possibly 15 or 20 minutes, 
during which time I tried to appear as genial as possible. 
BROTHMAN asked a few questions about HBLIN„§nd he also inquired 
about BROTHMAN toOLd me that HELEN was the person who 

had proceeded me and was the person to whom he had given in- 
formation. He also told jne that JOHN had proceeded HEXJN. 

Our later conversation took place in a Bickford Restaurant, 
that same night, and was an exceedingly lengthy one. This 
Bickford Restaurant, by the way, is located on, I believe, 
the west side of either 6th or 7th Avenues, about 34th Street, 
but below 42nd Street. 

«At this time, BROTHMAn told me that he had not gotten along 
too well with l gathered from his conversation that 

the principal difficulty was the fact that HELEN was not 
technically trained* He also told me that he worked for the 
Hendrick Manufacturing Company of Carbondale, Pennsylvania 
and New York City. He also told me that he had gotten along 
very well with JOHN. The conversation may have lasted as 
long as three hours* I believe that it broke up sometime 
around one o’clock, because I believe that I have a recol- 
lection of just making a 1:25 01 * 1:35 train beck to ThUa- 
del;rtiia* BROTHMAN, also, upon the occasion of this i'irst 
meeting with him, said that he was glad that I was a chemist 
because he believed that it would make possible the occasion 
of him again funnellng Information through me to the Soviet 
Union. This information, X understood, was to cover the various 
processes on which BROTHMAN was doing design work for the 
Hendrick Kanofactuiing Company. 

"I have stated the phrase, *on which BROTHMAN was doing 
design work’ because, from his conversation, I gathered that 
he was In con^ilebe charge of all design work at the Hendrick 
Company. The rest of the conversation, axid as I have said. 
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thla was a quite lengthy ooneerned BR OTHH^ himself* 

There was a good deal of background mateSCai, Including the 
fact that he had won a scholar ship, a Harkness scholarship, 
to Cduinbla IhilTerslty, at I believe, the age of 14* It also 
Included the story that one of his uncles, on, I believe, his 
mother’s side, was supposed to have gotten him a scholarship 
for the City College of New Yox^c, but had refused to use any 
Inhluenee to do so* Then BROTHHAN related with great pride 
and satisfaction the fact that In a competitive examination, 
he had wound up first, and had obtained the coveted Harkness 
seholarahip, which not only Included tuition to Columbia 
College, but also included maintenance, books, and possibly 
some additional funds* 

"There was soae talk about StOTHMAN’s daughter, who was then 
not much more than an infant* This child I discovered to be 
ZLSA* This I believe, covers the extent of the matters dle- 
oussed during ny first meeting with Afi£ BROTHMAN. 

"As I have stated before, I told BROTHHAN that I was a 
chemist and told him that my name was FRANK KESSLER, but I did 
not teU him where I lived except to Indicate that it was not 
in New York City* We made arrangements, or rather, I set the 
arrangement for a secohd meeting* This was to take place In 
Child’s Restaurant on Columbus Circle, the west side of Columbus 
Circle, that la. It was to be approximately B:00 c»m., and was 
to take place, I believe, on Thursday or Friday of the week 
following our first meeting. This second meeting took place, 
but SiOTHMAN was about an hour and a half late. During this 
time, I made several calls to his office at the Hendrick 
Cocgiany, I knew that they were in the downtown part < f New 
York City, somewhere around Church Street. 

"I neglected to state that aa the occasion of the first meeting, 
BROTHHAN gave me the phone number of the Hendrick Company, which 
I believe, was Barclay 9 - something. 

"I made two, possibly three calls to BROTHHAN at the office, 
on each of which occasion, he said that he was leaving im- 
mediately and would be up to Child’s within 20 minutes. 

Finally, he did arrive, as I have stated, about an hour and 
a half late. I was a little bit irritated by this time because 
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I did not like the attention vdiieh the waiter .and waitresses 
in Child's were paying to me. During this period I consumed 
several drinks and had a vez 7 light snack. When BROTHMAN did 
arrive « he did not apologise, but I did not make a^y inquiry 
concerning the reason why he was late. 1 had been told by SAN 
to go very ea^ with this man and not to antagonise him, as 
others in the past had gotten into quite violent arguments 
with him on the subject of his tardiness. 

"I had reported the results of ny September meeting with ARE 
to SAM, and I had been instructed that on the occasion of the 
second meeting, that I was to give BROTHMAN a list, verbal I 
believe, of various subjects in which the Soviets were interested. 
I cannot recall azy of the details of this list, but in addition 
to this there was the matter of cleaning up a good, deal of the 
material which he had previously given to HELSN, but in a very 
fragmentary form. I told BROTHMAN about this matter, but he did 
not seem too receptive; he hardly even nodded agreement. The 
principal subject matter of the second conversation had to do 
with his difficulties in working for Hendrick and also para- 
doxically, again how glad he was to know me so that he could 
again begin giving information. He did promise that on the 
occasion of the third meeting that he would have information 
for me. What this information was to be, 1 cannot now recall. 
This, I believe covers the subject matter of cy second meeting 
with ABE BROTHHAIL 

"There is one thing that I have on ny mind relative to the first 
conversation with BROTHMAN in September, and that was the fact 
that I told BROTHMAN that the power of the German Arty now 
sweeping, at that time, through Russia was not to be luideres- 
timated; that here was probably the greatest offensive force 
that the world ever bad seen. I mention this point because I 
wanted to point up to ABE the necessity for obtaining information 
for the Soviet Ifaion, particularly information of military value. 
ABE agreed with me as far as the striking power of the German 
Amy went, and said that he was glad to see that here was someone 
who did not brag as did the Daily Worker of the victories of the 
Soviet forces, iriien actually th^r were being driven back on all 
fronts. In connection iid.tb this statement, there also occurs 
to me the fact which I have previously not mentioned, and that 
is that BROTHMAN often used to ask me for the true story or . 
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Viaslde dope* on >ffaat vas really happening on the Russian- 
German fro^* He evidently believed, and I let him go on 
thinking so, that I had sources higher up of Inside information* 
To continue for a moment on this subject of inside information, 

1 had been told h7 SAM that under all circumstances X was to be 
in charge of azy activity with BROTHMAN, and that I was to pre- 
tend to know the answer no matter what question BROTHMAM asked 
me or whatever subject BROTHMAN brought up. This was the reason 
that I pejnnltted BROTHMAN to think that I had known both 
epd HE[^, when he first asked me about them tm the occasion "of 
our first meeting* 

**Our third meeting took place about a week or ten days after 
the second meeting, and occurred near Dey and Church Streets, 

New lork City. 1 believe that I was waiting in front of a 
closed cafeteria on Day Street, on the southeast comer, but 
a little further along on Oey Street. I had great diffieulty 
In making this meeting since it was set for about 7*30, but I 
did get there from Philadelphia on time. BROTHMAN did not 
show up, and did not show up for fully two hours* When he did 
ecH&e down, it was close to 10:00 o*clock, and he did not have 
azy Iziformation with him. When I asked him about this, he said 
that he had been tied up in the office and there were still 
people there, so he could not bring it down to me, but he 
pressed definitely that he would have this iziformation on 
the occasion of our next meeting. I cazinot recall the oceasitm 
of our fourth meeting, that is, the exact place. I do not 
believe that it Was the same comer where I had met him the 
third time because I had waited there so long that it was 
against all cy principles, and the thizigs that I had oeen 
taught by SAM and the precedizig Soviet agents as a means of 
procedux^, but I met him west on Dey Street, that is, the first 
strest over from Church Street. He did have material for me 
that time, but this turned out to be a single blueprlzit; I 
have since identified this blueprint. It concerned a piece 
of m i x i zi g equipment. Rlther that evening or a few days sub- 
sequent, 1 turned this material over to SAM, azid on the 
oceaalon of ny next meeting with SAM, received a verbal dress- 
ing down because of the fact that the material was fragmentary 
in nature, azid was totally valueless, without a description of 
the process to which it pertained* 
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"Cb the oocaslon of, I would eay eomewhere between the 
fifth and the eeTsnth meetinga with BROTHMAN, I again received 
material which I believe I have a^ce identified aa a thousand 
gallon water cooled resin kettle, manufactured for the £iynvar 
CQnq;>any of WUolhgton, Delaware* On this occasion, I took the 
precaution of first l^pecting the material and determined that 
aa it stood, it was con^let^ valueless, and aa a matter of 
fact, there was the possibility that even had a full desorip* 
tlpn of the process been given pertaining to this particular 
reiin, it would have been material iirtiich could have been ob> 
tained from any textbook on chemical engineering* Therefore, 

1 did not turn this material over, but kept it in ny home* I 
did tell SiM, however, of the nature of the information that 
BROTHMAN had tried to give me, and SAM continued to hammer 
sway at me that I mist get him to conform to our regular rules 
of procedure* 

'*Ib should be noted in this connection that the previous 
person, AURE D with whcm I had dealt from the fall of 

1940 on, and whom’ i was even now seeing, was of an entirely 
different nature as far as punctuality, value of the material 
which he gave me, and the completeness of the information sup- 
plied* As a result, I was moee or less at a cosqxLete loss for 
ways of how to handle BROTHMAN. Also, in this period, which is 
early December, there was one, and possibly two meetings during 
which BROTHMAN did not show up at all, and during which calls 
to the office elicited information that he was either out of 
town or was unavailable* I think that on one occasion I 
definitely heard BROTHMAN’s voice in the backgrouiui* 

"1 would like to state now that these calls were in tlie 
evening sometdiere, I would s^ between and 10:00 or even 
10:30 o^elock* 

"BROTHMAN once told me that I could call at any time up to 
11:00 or 12:00* The Mz*Son who usually answered the phone at 
Hendrick's was ‘ARTHII^EBER* Here again, X would like to add 
something that I had omitted and which took place on the oe- 
easitxi of the first, but most likely the second meeting, that 
is, the one at Child's Restaurant. 
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**At this tifflOf under inetruetlons trcm I told ABE that 
to faoilltabe natters, 1 could arrange t^have aiqr Information 
that he gave me i^oto-eopied in a natter of a couple of hours - 
and even should the need arise, within a matter of an hour or 
so, and would then retura it to him. He told me that be was 
very pleased at this because in the past, he had often to have 
his wife, NAOMI, type the material for him. In this last 
connection, I would like to oi^ihaalse that on later eoq^rienoes 
with 6R0THMAN. I found out that NAaMl;^OTHMAN did a good deal 
of ABE*s yiotk, and by this I mean, his legitimate woik for 
the Hendrick Con^any at home. This included the typing of 
reports and the proofreading of reports, 

**ln the middle of December, I would say about the second 
week, on being urged, by SAM, X finally told BBOTHMAN that 
this ^ole matter of his handing over fragmentary Information 
and of not keeping appointments would have to come to an end. 

He was extremely irritated by this and told me that iddle he 
realieed that I was being pronpted to do this by the Soviets, 
that they were a bunch of fools, and they did not realise how 
much valuable information he had already given them, and they 
also did not realise to what extent he was being pressed to 
complete work at the Hendrick Company* He was extremely 
vehement about this and I was someifriiat taken aback. In eon- 
necticm with this valuable information he mentioned that he 
had previously handed over, I believe to JOHN, a drawing of a 
turbine type of engine for aircraft, and also information on 
one of the earliest Jeep models which had been designed by him 
for the Hendrick Coapany, and by the Hendrick Conpany in turn, 
for the U.S, Government. At the end of this time, or this 
tirade, he cooled down somewhat and finally said, if 

it is information on complete processes that is wanted, X 
have s<miethlng that I am certain you people will want. 

Right now in the office there is the complete design of a 
powder plant built by the Hendrick Company for the Atlas 
Powder Conpany.^ I believe he gave the location as being In 
the South, possibly Chatanooga, I may be mistaken as to the 
name of the powder company and the name of the town, but it 
is something similar to Atlas. It was a name which I had 
recognised hecanse of familiarity with the chemical field 
and the location was definitely somewhere in the South, I 
tdd SAM about this and he was greatly overjoyed. I had made 
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a definite anangement with PROTpEAHJto meet on the night 
of, I believe, Monda 7 or Tueediflr, poseihly Monday, the 22nd 
of December, 194I* This meeting was to take place at ^h 
Street and Lexington Avenue, on the northwest comer, right 
vdiere the subway exit ie* This is diagonally acroee the street 
from one of the Loew»a Theatres and is near two restaurants. 

The one is a Bickford restaurant and the next one is a cafe- 
teria called the Park Lane tdiich also has a bar as part of 
the setup. Next to the Pazic Lane is a Translux Theatre. 

"The meeting with BROTHMAN was to take place at, I believe, 

10:00 o*cloek. I waited until at least 10:25 because I 
had made split-second arrangements for meeting SM at another 
place. This place was to be the Washington Sqaare~ExpreBa 
Stop of the 8th Avenue or Independent subway system, and was 
to be on the platform, on the express platform of the system. 

It was a wet, cold driszly night, and as I have stated I 
waited until the last minute. Then, not trusting connections, 
and with no sign of BROTHMAN, I took a cab. However, the cab 
driver got lost down in the Greenwich Village area and when 
we finally did get to the Washington Square stop, it was well 
beyond the time when I was supposed to meet SAM. I raced 
downstairs to the platfora Just in time to see an express 
pulling out for the uptown district. There I got a glimpse 
of a man whom I am sure was SAM, and I believe he turned his 
head snd recognized me. I waited in great indecision until 
the next express came along and then decided to take it. I 
got off at the lAth Street stop, and there, surely enough, 
was SAM. this time, I was trembling both from emotional 
and physical exhaustioi. I met SAM and be said VNothing doing?* 
and I said, *No.* ’I 'was going to launch into an excuse when 
he said *Never mind, * but in a very kind manner. We then went 
upstairs where he asked me to wait on the comer of 14th Street, 
possibly it was I6th, where he left me. I knew what he had 
left for, because he had made arraigauents to have a second 
person aM possibly even a third waiting to take the material 
away from him as q^ckly as possible. I believe also that my 
understandlng with BROTHMAN was to have the material returned; 
that it was to be copied and returned that same night. 

BROTHMAN had told me that it was very bulky and we had an^ 
tioipated that possibly It would take three or four hours 
actually to copy it. I had understood from BROTHMAN that 
this was the complete design of the plant; every last detail. 
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Including that of the building Itself* SAM returned shortly 
and he took me. to the Ferris Wheel Bar which is located 
dcwnstairs in the oeUar of what was at that time knoim as 
the Henry Hudstm Hotel* This is on 57th Street and Ninth 
Avenue, and this was the first occasion that I recall our . 
going there, though we did so, SAM and I, on many subsequent 
occasions* We had several drinks, vdiich I needed badly, and 
a sandwich because I had left work late and had gotten nothing 
to eat on the way* SAM, in general, was very coneUiatoxy 
and I was relieved that I had managed to at least get in 
touch with him so that no more than one person was kept 
waiting* 

next meeting with BROTW^^took place after Christmas, 
and at this time, I do n^ recall what excuse, if any, he 
gave me for not giving me the information on the Atlas 
Powder Coizq)any or for not keep^ his meeting* I believe 
that it may have been that he was out in the middle west, 
in Akron, (Mo, and at this time he told me that he was in 
possession of cosqilete information on the manufacture of 
Buna-S, a synthetic rubber. He also told me that not only 
was he in possession of conqd.ete information, but that he 
had the conqplete design material and he told ma that he would 
have this material ready for me on the first of January 
19A2* When 1 told SAM about this, he was highly elated 
because, I believe that one of the things on the list which 
1 had given BROTHMAN verbally, on the occasion of, I believe, 
our sec«id meeting, was Buna-S* SAM and 1 made arrangements 
to meet on the afternoon, early in the afternoon, of New 
learns day, 1942* I came to Dey and Church Streets on the 
morning of New Yearns. Day, and again I waited, possllly an 
hour and a half, or two hours, for ABE, and when he finally 
did oome down troa. the Hendriek*s offices, he had nothing 
with him, but he did tell me that he had been up working 
night on Buna-S, and that some errors in the calculations 
which other peo^e in the offices had made, had come to his 
attention, and as a result, because he wanted the information 
to be very complete and correct, he was unable to have the 
information for me* I remember this occasion very clearly 
and distinctly, because it was a cold morning and I waited 
outside the Ejcehange Bar, which unfortunately was closed, 
on New Yearns morning* 
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"When BROTHMAN finally did come dcfvm, he drove me to 
the area around the Penn Station. Again I recall this 
Incident distinctly because he and I went up the West 
River Drive. At this time, al 80 ,he promised that within a 
short time, that Is, a matter of a week or so, he would 
have this Information for me; that le, the conqplete design 
Anri process for making Buna-S syithetic rubber. During the 
period from the first of January until late in March 1942, 
ny cleai*eBt recollection is that of one long series of meet- 
ings with ABE, most of which actually did not take place 
since either I was told that he was not at the office and 
was told that he was at hone or I was told that he was out 
of town or some other excuse wds given. On several occasions, 
I did see him, but again he had scmie excuse wly he didn*t 
have the material or *Lt was not ready; it always seemed 
to be practically connote, but never quite feady. I recall 
distinctly that in late Febiuary of 1942, in the course of 
only one week, I went four times to New York City, and on 
only one occasion did I see ABE, and this was the occasion 
of ny fourth trip. 

*^hia was during that week, on a Friday evening. On each 
of these occasions, because I was supposed to have the 
cco^ete Buna-S story, I met with SAM and I believe also 
that on each occasion SAM bad one, mS possibly two con- 
federates waiting so that he could turn the information 
ever to them. Finally, on this Friday in February, when 
I again showed up empty handed, I told SAM in great deapera- 
ti<m that BROTHMAN had promised to have the material for me 
on Saturday, the following day. I believe that I am wrong, 
it was to be Sunday. I told this to SAM and told hi i in a 
very convincing manner because I, uyself, was convinced of 
the fact that this was certainly the time that I was going 
to have the Buna-S Information. At this, SAM became greatly 
enraged and while I do not recall the exact words of the 
conversation, 1 believe that what I am now going to say is 
practically verbatlmi 

"He said, *Look here you fool, this scoundrel will not have 
the information on Sund^. He won*t have it next Sunday 
or the Sunday after that. I bet you that it will be a 
month or two months before you wHl get It; then I doubt 
that it will be complete. He doesn't have It complete now; 
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he doesn't have half of It con^etej maybe it Isn't even 
started on yet.' 

RWhen I still protested that I %foiuld like to come on Sunday 
even though I would not meet him, then he said, 'That's 
just the point. Do you think I like to keep you coming np 
here every single night in the week, practically looking like 
a ghost. Why, you look worse than a ghost, you look like a 
sick ghost. 7ou look like the devil.' 

"Then he became so enraged, actually not at me but at 
BROTHMAN, that he was almost beside himself and actually 
stopped talking from the force of his anger. After he cooled 
down, he said, 'Look, we are going to have a couple of double 
Scotches, and you are going to have something to eat. We will 
sit there and will talk Of music and we will talk of opera, 

and we will not talk of that S BROTHMAN. You will go 

home and rest up. Whet in the world does your mother think 
of you? Do you realise the danger in such a procedure? What 
do the people you work with think of you?' 

"Some of the meetings 'which were to have taken ^aee with 
SAM actually did not take place until the early hours of 
the morning. Some of them took place still in the evening, 
but aa many occasions, SAM was unable to return until the 
early hours because of a previous commitment or arrangement 
with a confederate, and as a result, I was actually eactremely 
weazy and esdiaustedj not only mentally, but physically. 

"The next event that occurred was that I told BROTHM-'iN that 
I was extremely weary and that these meetings vdilch l;rd not 
taken place, had taken a great deal out of me, and would it 
not be possible for him to arrange it so that I could help 
him for a week-end or an extended period in which we could 
finish off this matter of the Buna-S. BROTHMAN agreed to this 
and during, 1 believe, the first week In March, we made an 
arrangement to go up somewhere Into the country in New Ifork 
State. We were to drive up there and BROTHMAN was to take 
all of the necessary data with him and we were to put the 
Buna-S report In its final form. BROTHMAN said that it was 
80 near complete, that actually we would not have to take 
much time to work, that we could relax a bit. We could play 
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some handball or something of that nature. ISy principal con- 
cern was the Buna-S, not the idea of playing handball. 

CEROTHHAN did meet me» again about an hour late. I recall 
the place very clearly. I was waiting on the comer of 
the Horn and Hardart^s Cafeteria on 9th Avenue, and 33rd 
Street, on the northwest comer. I believe we were to go 
from there to either the Lincoln Tunnel or the Hudson Tunnel; 

I believe the Lincoln Tunnel, actually. JROTHl^did show up 
finally, as I have said, one hour late, andT told me again that 
a previous engagement had made It Impossible for him to keep 
the weekend agreement. Frankly, by this time, I was somewhat 
relieved And was glad to get home. Vfhen I did tell SAM about 
this, he said *Look, the next time that you meet him, tell 
him to set a time, we dontb care what time, but In the near 
future, within two weeks, during which he must absolutely 
finish the Buna-S.» *Now,* he said, *d6 not threaten him; 
just set this time. If he does not complete it within the 
time that we have specified, we will drop him; that is all.* 

"I did make an arrangement with BROTHMAN and one that was 
finally successful. It will be recalled that at this time, 

1 had come up for the draft. Ify actual physical examination 
i took place on April 20, 1942. On instructions frcan SAM, I 

' did not tell ABE that Z was being drafted, but said Instead, 

that 1 was going to be transferred by ny fli® to California, 
and I told him that I was very anxious to finish up the Buna-3 
and that BROTHMAN said that it was practically eoa^ete. Z 
made arrangements with BROTHMAN whereby during, I believe, the 
last week In March, I came to New York, and we spent the entire 
night together from about 9:00 or 9i00 o*elock up until 6:00 or 
6:30 of the following morning. This was during the middle of 
the week, possibly on a Thorsday of the last week in March, 
during which time BROTHMAN and I eoopleted the Buna-S report. 
This was completed in two rooms which I had rented, or engaged, 
at the Hotel New Yorker. I cannot recall what name I used; 
it may vaiy well have been FRANK KESSL BB. There is some 
possibility that I used the name HARRY GOlDj and also some 
possibility that I may have used the name'M ^TIN, either aa a 
first or second name. I rather think, hoi^fever^that it was the 
name FRANK KESSLER that I used. 1 am alsboiot too certain 
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iriieth«ri it was one or two rooms. In any sveat, we stoyed 
up all night, tfy part in the eoopletion of the report was 
noninal; I was merely another pair of hands while BR OTHMAN 
did a great deal of annotating and typing. BROTHMAN hrou^ 
a portable typewriter and a whole suitoase full of data. 

The report was not quite eacq;)lete at 6x3^ bit we were eoc* 
haustedf and we went to bed, and about 9s0G or lOiOO o*elock^ 
EROTHHiW went into work at the Hendrick Company. This was a 
rainy day; I recall very well going out for something to eat 
and getting drenched. BROTWAN returned about 6:00 or 6:30 
in I tlu evening and we emiqileted the assembling of the &ma-3 
reports Also with tUs report, which included possibly 200 
typewritten paged, possibOy more, were a great mads of blue- 
prints i These blueprints covered not only the outline or the 
flow sheet of the process, but manor details of construction of 
the various units, especially the Very important one of the! 
pcdymeriaation, where the Buha-5 latex or the Styrene-ftitadiene 
polymer is formed. It is likely that the blueprints were not 
complete as far as the final details went, but I do know that 
included in this were many of the units completely designed 
and also the design of the actual plant or building houaing 
the equipment. I believe that the plant was actually designed 
for the B. F. Cfoodrich Conpany, though there is scjme possibility 
that it was designed for the Hhited States Rubber Company, in 
Naiigatuck, Ccnmecticut. I would also like to state here very 
definitely that the information given in the written seotion 
in the 200 or 300 typewritten pages was as complete as It was 
possible to be. T^ information I turned over to SAM at 
about 7:00 or 7:15 that evening. The occasion of the transfer 
was on Sixth Avenue and 23rd Street. It was in front of a 
Horn and Hardart*s, a vezy large one, which is to the best 
of my memozy, on 23rd Street, very near 6th Aveisue, though 
it may be li(th Street, near 6th Avenue. This is a very large 
Horn and Hardart*s Restaurant, and is, I believe, principally 
an autouat. I wish to e&phasise here that both the blueprints 
given to ms by BROTHMAN, and I would say that these were pos- 
sibly some 15 in zramber, and the report itself, sme 200 or 
300 typewritten pages, idiich were very closely typewrittoi and 
were not double spaced, were Included in the material which I 
turned over to SAM on this rainy evening in very late March of 
1942. I would like to add here that during the period from 
the first of January 1942, until late March, BROTHMAN did, at 
varioruB times, give me Information relating to Buna-S. This 
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eoQsleted of quite an aatount of material both In bulk and in 
eontent* It Included a flotr aheet tor the manufacture of 
Buna-S with the name Dewey and Aliqy Company of Cambridge, 
Kaasaehueette. This la dated, I believe, In early 19A1* 

There waa alao a recovery ayetem for the two principal ma- 
terlala needed In making Buna-S, that la. Butadiene and 
Styr^e; a layout of the eq^pment, that la, the outline of 
Just where the particular unite were to be located in the 
actual plant* There waa alao a conaiderable maas of written 
material. Including a 30 or 40 page outline of the Buna-S 
Polymerieatlon proceaa* Thla material waa in EEOTHHANta own 
dlatinctlve. and rather small handwriting. None of this material 
waa. ever turned over to SAM, nor did I ever make any effort to 
do po^ because of SAH*s Insistence on a cacqalete process or 
nothing at all* 1 did not refuse thla material When BBOTHHAN 
gave It to me because X did hot wish to offend him, and also 
because one of the reasons that he may have gLion it to me waa 
for later use when we finally wrote the report* I believe there 
waa also during thla time, an agreement among us that before 
that final report was sub^tted, that we would go over It 
together* Possibly, this agreement did not exist initially 
idien 1 was extremely optimistic about obtaining the whole 
story, but it did exist during March* All of the above 
material that I have mentioned both blueprints and the written 
material, have been found in ny home, and I have since identi- 
fied thla material to agents MILLSl and BRENNAN of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation* 

"Sometime after this, and subsequent to the 20th of April, 

I waa told by SAM to make certain to congratulate and praise 
BROTHHiW beeause of the information he had turned over, and 
to tell him that it had been received in the Soviet Unlcm 
and bad been hailed as a remarkable, extremely valuable piece 
of work, and that the word was that it was so complete, the 
information, that la, that the Soviets were immediately beginning 
to set up a plant for the manufacture of Buna-S* 

"I believe that I may have had one more meeting with BBOraKAN, 
or at least a telephone conversation with him, STd>8equent to 
the matter of oonqpletlng the Buna-S work in late March* This 
occurred probably very early In April, and at this time, I 
told him that I was definitely going to the West Coast and that 
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Z wold sa7 good^« I also told him that someone would take 
07 ^aee. Actually* the someop^s that I had In mind was a 
man hy the nana of THOMAS I^<’’miACK. This matter I discussed 
with P Tr^r-K on a train trom Philadelphia to New fork* At this 
time, I was certain that I would go into the service# I was 
in eocoellent shape physically and oy family doctor who was 
formerly on the *^■rAm^n^n£ staff of physicians at one of the 
. draft boards had assured me that even oy hypertension was not 
sufficiently great to bar ny being taken in# It will be 
recalled that at this time* the bottom of the barrel was 
literally being scraped# It was upon this occasion* the 
train trip to New York* and also the occasion of ny last 
meeting with SAM before going up for ny physical examinatloa 
for the draft* that I dlseuased this matter with BLACK# X 
told BLACK that I had not yet mentioned the matter to SAM _ 
or to ny Soviet contact #• At this time* I do not think that 
I realised that SAM also knew BUCK* but I at leeSt had in 
fn^nd reoomnendlng to SAM that BLACK be appointed to follow 
me with EBOTHHAN# I told BLACK that BROTHMAN was an extremely 
able and capable man# In fact* actually* he was vexy brilliant* 
but that the matter of personality or personalities entered a 
great deal into dealing with him# 1 told him that he should 
not make the mistake that I had made of becoming too friendly 
with BROTHMAN# I not only identified BROTHMAN to BLACK* but 
I gave him his complete name, where he worked, the telephone 
number* where he lived* the telephone number there* and a good 
deal of additional data concerning his child ELSA and his wife# 
I do not recall whether the second child* ANITA* bod yet been 
bom at this time# I tdd HiACK that he would have to take the 
initiative and to act in a very stem* but fair manner* but 
above all* to keep BROTHMAN in line to try to Insist that 
BROTHMAN meet him at a specified place aiul time* not near the 
Hendrick Coo^any in the downtown district* but as a matter of 
discipline to make it a good distance away and also, should 
BROTHMAN be late, not to wait for him, but to call him on a 
subsequent occasion and literally *rip him up#* BLACK agreed 
to this and said that if it could be worked for him to meet 
ABE, he believed that he could handle BROTHMAN quite well. 

I said goodby to SAM and then went up for ny draft examlna> 
tion, %rhere to oy surprise, I was definitely and finally 
classified Zr-F, due to sy iypertension# I had had an alternate 
meeting with SAM in case I should not be called for the draft. 
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or more likely. In ease there should be a brief time, say 
a week or seren days* po8tp<»ement of aay actual Induction* 

At this time, SAM told me to again resume contact with 
BROTHMAN and eo^diaalaed that we toust cootinae to get more 
ihfonniriatt on Buna-S« This seemed to be all that SAM was 
interested in* I thereupon called BROTHMAN and told him 
that I was no longer going to be transferred to California, 
but would see him again, and on the occasion of this sub* 
sequent meeting, which again, 1 believe, was in the downtown 
part of New fork, around Church Street, SiOTHHAN told me 
that he was having great difficulty at the Hendrick Company* 

The next two or three scheduled meetings tdth BROTHMAN did 
not take place* This brings us well l^o May, or possibly 
early June* On all of these occasions, idien I called the 
office, not only was he not there, but also was not 

there, and (m one occasion, 1 was given another number tO/ 7 
call* On one other occasion, I called hie wife, NAOMI, 'ahd 
she said that ABE was working late and when I eald that he 
was not In the office, she said that he was in his *other 
office** This other office I subsequently discovered to be 
that of HEI^QC^'Ot^UifYNNE, and Is In the Graybar Building, New 
York City, t finally did meet BROTHMAN at a place that he 
requested which was In the Grand Central Station in one of the 
many small drug stores or luiwheonettes* He told me that he 
was considering leaving the Hendrick Coupany because of the 
bad way in which they had used him^ 

••His story was that Hendrick had given a raise to everyone 
In the organisation as a result of obtaining the Buna-S oon> 
tract, but that he and had conspleaously been left out* 

He said that the reason ~f or" this was that be had Insisted 
on giving the Rubber Reserve Commission in Washington, on the 
occasion of a conference In i^>rll. e^plete process informa- 
tion on the Hendrick Buna-S process* I should like to state 
that according to BROTHMAN, the original process data on 
Buna-S came from, most likely, the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, or the TAilted States Rubber Company* The story 
that BROTHMAN gave me on a subsequent meeting cmfUcted 
somewhat with the first story; that Is, of his desire to 
leave Hendrick because of the Buna-S information which he 
had Insisted be made available to an of the firms participating 
In the rubber research plan* This concerned principally the 
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fact that he had not been granted a ralee^ that la, both he 
and VflBER. He then told me of this iDan« HENBX GQLWX^E, who 
about a year prevloua, had some woric done for him ty BROTHMAH^ 
that is, In ER0THMAN*8. capacity of design engineer for the 
Hendrick Coopany, and who had become greatly ln^iressed at 
fiR0THHAN*8 ability and who had now made BROTHHAN an offer to 
go Into partnership with him. 

''BROTHHAIl also stated that he had insisted that If he were 
to go along that ARTJg^fe B^ go with him, and GOLWZNNE had 
agreed to this* 

*There followed at least two other meetings which did not 
take place during this time* I had reported to SAM the fact 
that BROTHMAN was considering leaving the Hendrlek~GQii9>any, 
and SAM grew very anxious^ about this whole business* He kept 
impressing on me the fact* that under no elroumstances was I 
to pennlt BROTHMAN to leave Hendrick, that I must keep him 
working there, as we were extremely anxious to obtain all 
possible further developments on Buna-S, and that this was to 
be BROTHMAN fs task. I told BEiOTHMAN about this and he Just 
laughed and said that the Buna-S was complete; that what sort 
of information was the're to be handed over? He had designed 
the plant and the plant had Just ticked off like clock trork 
and now that It was done, he was going on to much greater 
things. He also told me a third confUetlng story. This was 
to the effect that he had already agreed to leave, or told 
Hendrick that he was leaving them and going with GOLNXNNE, 
and that Hendrick had then offered to give him a substantial 
raise beyond that which anyone else had received, and W£B£R 
as well, and that it had merely been dropped on his d'^sk by 
<me of the officials of the company and that BROTHMAN had, in 
front of that man, picked It up, crumpled It into a roll and 
dropped it into a waste basket. He later told me that Hendrick 
had closed the files to him, and did not at this time mention 
anything about the proposed offer of the raise. It was not 
so much the actual incidents, themselves, as the manner in 
which they were told that makes me state that th^ were con- 
flicting stories. In any event, I recall clearly in June, 
possibly late June, meeting with BHOTHMAN near the Hendrick 
Company very late in the evening about 10*00 o*clock, and 
taking a long walk up and down Sixth Avenue, starting with 
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Cburoh Street* During this time, BROTHHAN explained to 
me of his grand hopes for the future and was vexy enthus- 
lastle about the various pX&nta he was going to hiild 
while he worked for the Chemurgy Design Corporation, %diieh 
was GQLWIMNE*s eon^any* He did, however, offer to consider 
the possibility of still working for Hendrick and told me 
that he was going to make an arrangement with Hendrick whereby 
he would be a consultant for them on a paxt time basis* It 
is my belief now that no such arrangement was ever concluded 
and that in fact, Hendrick had barred the office to him* 

This, to a certain extent, satisfied me but when I told SAM 
about it, he was wild and finally said, »Well let»8 see what 
happens* * He said, *Tell him while he is at Chemurgy, to 
try and concentrate on getting Buna-S contracts, if he can** 
Apparently, the one thi^ that SAM thought about was the 
Buna-S* 

"About this time, PEOTHHAN started to tell me, end the time 
was actually about the time that he was leaving Chemurgy, of 
the design of certain pieces of mixing equipment* This had 
come about as a result of some statements that BROTHHAN had 
made In his Buna-S report, regarding mixing and which had 
aroused the Interest of some engineers In the Soviet Union, 
so much BO that a request had come from them, asking for 
further Information, and this request in turn was relayed to 
me by SAM. This la not a matter of a conclusion that I have 
pieced together, but is the result of a clear bit of memory 
or recollection on cy part ae to an actual incident that 
occurred during this, period of May or June 1942, and during 
a conversation with SAM* I might add here that SAM had told 
me that on the very day or the very night, rather, that I 
had turned over the informatloh on Buna-S, this raity evening 
in March, that that very evening the material had been sent 
on its way to the Soviet Cbicm* 

"I would like to note here that the Buna-3 information sup- 
^J.ed b7 HlOTifllAN concerned a continuous process as opposed 
to a batch process* This meeuit that smaller amounts of material 
were handled at any one particular moment, but that in spite 
of the decreased size of the equipment the actual output per 
24 hours was tremendously increased, and there was also a 
terrific saving In the materials of oonetructibn of the equip- 
ment and in the manpower required to operate the plant* 
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■I would like to add one point here, that while BBOTl^ 
had succeeded in convincing me that he would stiUTte d^ng 
work for Hendrick, when I tdld SAM about this, 3AM Insisted 
that it was just a dodge on BROTHMAN*b pert* A€*^thl8 tine, 
as 1 have stated before, cane the request from SAM for in- 
formation on the nrtTlflg equipment. Again there resulted a 
long period of meetings, in which no information was turned 
over or the information was extremely fragmentary, or meetings 
idiloh not occur at all in idiich I showed up but fiBOTHMAN 
did not, arrangonents with SAM for the transfer of the 
information should I get it, I met SAM but did not have the 
Infoimatlai, of course, and finally, in the late fall of 19A2, 

I would say about October, and possibly November of 1942, 

BROTHMAN turned over to me an exceeding weighty book irtilch 
was actually a large blAck notebook with rings some two or 
three inches in diameter and which ccaitalned a very cooqdL.ete 
exposition of HROTHMAN*s work on mixing. This included, 
again, about 300 typewritten pages, some 50 to 100 nomograjAs 
to be used in the various calculations involved in designing 
fn^■^^^ng equipment, and a great mass of reprints of articles 
which BROTHMAN had Written on mixing. These were mostly 
from McOraw-Hlll Publications, such as *CheDalcal and Metalurgleal 
Biglneerlng*, *ProceB8 Sigineering,* arid *Food E n g in eering. ^ 

These three are separate journals. There was also a large 
mass of material conslstl^ of advertising brochures of a 
technical nature, but which contained much valuable data. It 
all presented a very conqjlete story on the subject of mixin g, 
possibly the most fundamental unit operation in ehemioal en- 
gineering, since all chemical ongineerlng processes involve 
at some stage or other the bringing together of two materials 
in as intimate a contact as possible so that as eoLplete a 
reaction as possible may take place and without the production 
of any undesirable by'*’produetB. 

*»I would like to state here that it was in general, SAM»8 
and not Mily SAM^s, but the policy of all of the Soviets that 
I have known, never to accept an individual's work on its own 
merits. Mhat they were interested in, and this will be re- 
peated again and again, was industrial and technical information 
of such a nature that it was alrea4y in use in a plant or was 
designed for use in a plant which was being erected, and th^ 
often enq^sized to me, SAM and the others, that they would 
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Dsieb rather be satisfied with sooiethljag idileh was slightly 
out of date but whloh worked, az^ was now working, as opposed 
to something which contained many advances or loprovements, 
but irtileh was still In the theoretical or experimental state* 

The reason tor the acceptance of BROTHMAN*s material on ndjting 
was that it obviously bore the stamp of having been oompLeted 
for the use of various Industrled and chemical plants In the 
United States* 

"Again, I would like to esphaslse or rather to bring up this 
point. that all. that BROTHMAN ever submitted to me was always 
material which he would have had to comi^ete for his, at that 
time, legitimate enplcyer* It was then, because of the fact 
that the information was intended for use In the Uhlted States 
and had been accepted by maoy authorities as being valuable, that 
SAM was so Interested ln*the mixing data, and there was always 
the fact that a direct recjuest had come from the Soviet 
for this material* I turned thla material on mining over to 
SAM, in 1 recall, the Ferris Wheel Bar* X recall this incident 
very clearly* It waa a rather cold evening In the late fall 
or possibly early winter, but I believe that it was late fall 
aa It was not yet Deceober* The latest that It was was December, 
and I recall having this bulky package which was some five 
Inches in thickness, by about 16 Inches In length, and about 
14 Inches In width, oontalning this mixing equipment data, and 
I recall having set it on a seat next to me. We were not at the 
barj we never sat at the bar, but at one of the small tables, 
and X had laid It on one of the eopty chairs at our table, and 
had put a newspaper on top of it In an unsuccessful effort In 
a partial concealment. SAM t ook the material with him, rtien 
I left, and with the newspaper on the outside, be carried It 
under his arm and the material next to hie bo^* This was on 
the same night that I received the material from BROTHMAN, 

When I received the material from BROTHMAN, it was all In this 
large looseleaf notebook, and I subsequently purchased some 
wrapping paper at a statioaejy store* This stationery store 
was and may still be on 42nd Street, on the south side. Just 
east of Lexington Avenue, and between Lexington and Third 
Avenue* It Is possible that the two proprietors of this little 
store may recall oy face* 
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"In oonneetlon with the fragments of Information relating 
to the ^n^■Hng equipment whleh BROIHMAN gave me between Jul;p 
and October or Novmnber, when the bao^eted report was handed 
In, I would like to state that I kept all,- or possibljr almost 
all, of this material In oqt home, and that this has sljwe been 
found In nor home and has been identified me to Agents 
MILLER and BRENNAN of the Federal Bureau of IhTestlgatlon. 

'This material consists of handwritten sections in handwriting 
relating to the theory of mixing* There are some 40 or 50 
pages total; handwritten sections in BR0THHAN*8 handwriting 
relating to the theory of mixing, these are some possibly 25 
or 30 pages; and a variety of typewritten material also re- 
latlng to ndjclng equipment. 

"There were also some elementary sketches, principally 
drawn by BROTHHAN, and in the body of the report, the theory 
relating to mixing. None of this material was ever turned 
over to _SAM because of the previously explained reluctance on 
sy part to ever again give SAN a fragment from BROTHHAN. 

bAgain, I would like to mention here that SAM told me that 
the material was luat in time to be carried to the Soviet 
Union. The exact means of transportation, I do not know; 
whether it was by boat or partly by plane, or just irtio was 
to carry it, but I do know this, that on occasions, irtien 
BROTHHAN had promised information beginning with the time 
that I met him in late 1941, and up until the time that I 
finally submitted the mixing equipment data, I was advised 
at various times, by SAM, that if the work could be completed 
by a certain date and hour, that it would be possible for it 
to *make the next boat.* 

"SAM told me on the occasion of a subsequoit meeting that 
the information on mixing equipment was very good Indeed, that 
he had personally inspected a good deal of it, though not all, 
since that would have taken too long. I believe that possibly 
here I have confirmation of the fact that SAM was, ^ training,' 
a mechanical engineer. He may also have told me that the in- 
formatlwi had been well received in the Soviet Union, bat 
certainly he did mention, on the occasion of the next event 
which concerned a meeting between SAM, BROIHMAN and nyself, 
and which took place In either late Npvember or early December 
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of 1942, though there is some po98lblllt7 that it magr have 
been early January of 1943, that It had been well received. 

This meeting waa a pre-arranged one and took place In the 
Lincoln Hotel on dtb Avenue, above 42Dd Street In New Tox^c 
City. 1 engaged a suite of roome, actually only two, for '7 
thia occasion* I cannot recall the name which I used but 1 
believe again that it waa P RANK KBSS^ *. 1 do not believe 
that with SAM there I would~bave used ly ovna name* There lo 
again the posalblUty that I may have used the name MARTIN,' 
but again, I donH believe that Z did so becauee SAM knew that 
I was meeting SLACK under the name of MARTIN* The purpose of 
this meeting hadTeen carefully discussed with SAM before I 
suggested it to BROTHMAN, and was essentially to be In the 
nature of a pep talk for BROTHMAN given by SAM* X was to repre- 
sent SAM as a visiting Soviet dignitary and possibly there may 
have been some hint that he was a military ^sltor, or certainly 
at least a technical man* The whole idea of the meeting waa 
to *butter up* BROTtiMAN bo that he would work on processes in 
which we were ihtelres'ted, and night even obtain work with a . 
firm or firms in say, the field of synthetic rubber, or possibly 
some other field in which he might have worked where the informa- 
tion would have been of interest to the Soviet Uhion* BROTHMAN 
readily agreed to this meeting and it took place as I have 
described, most likely In late November or possibly early 
December, with a still further possibility of early January 
of 1943. 

"I had previously told BROTHMAN that great Interest had been 
shown In the Soviet Ifelon on account of the two magnificent 
pieces of work that he had done in connection with Puna-S anti 
with the mixing equipment, and that as a result, a Soviet dig- 
nitary had been sent here with the special purpose of meeting 
BROTHMAN and conversing with the man who had done such fine 
work* I stated that this man was here in connection with some 
other ostensible and legitimate reasons and that be was a very 
high official indeed, but that the main purpose of his coming 
was to see BROTHMAN and converse with To this, BROTHMAN 

readily agreed. The meeting took place as planned with one 
exception. I tried first to engage a room in the Hotel New 
Torker and was unsuccessful finally managed to get one at 
the Lincoln* I then met SAM at the New Zorkor and told him 
that I had engaged ro<m]s at the Lincoln and he then tcdjd me

to get la toaeh with BROnj^, Z dU so and called BHOTUHAli 
at his office and told him to meet me la the lobbgr of the 
Llnoola Hotel* BEtOTHKAK did so; I would sa 7 the hour was 
about 8t30f and we went up to the rooms* 1 do not know 3 AM*b 
exact >riiereabottts at that particular time* He may even Save 
been la the lobby of the Liaeoln, because I recall that at a 
later time, he told of haviag seen BHOTHMAN and me going 
upstairs* In any event, he came up within about 15 or 20 
n^utes* That was soneidiere close to 9t00 o*cloek, and 1 
admitted him. I introduced him to BROTHMAM a>^B(}E. I 
do not believe that I used the name SAM* There is also the 
possibility that I may have used the nai 9 t»<$lMQN, but then 
again X believe that SIMON was the name under idiieh I intro- 
duced SAM to AL SLACK on another three-fold meeting* 

"SAM was extremely, gezilal and expansive during this meeting* 

He was generally of that character, but he outdid himself 
this ti^* He called up and had some wine and some sandwiches 
sent up* We then proceeded to talk until one, possibly two 
©♦clock In the morning. I rather fancy' the latter hour* A 
good deal of the subject matter of the conversation concerned 
praise by SAM of the excellent work which BROTHMAN had done* 

It also concerned a good deal of conversation on the subject 
of mathematics and the aj^jlication of mathematics to practical 
problems in engineering* £y this, I mean the application of 
certain fields of mathematics which are not eoamonly used* 

SAM vezy gently and extremely diplomatically hinted to 
BROTHMAN, or put over the thought, that BROTHMAN should try 
to get work in fields in which the Soviets were interested, 
particularly fields relating to military endeavor, or military 
equipment, and also the inevitable Buna-3. I believe, however, 
that here m^ have come the first hint, and this is purely one 
that I am evolving in retrospect, of the interest of the Soviets 
in Atomic Energy, and that concerned the length of time spent 
in discussing mathematics and the application of mathematics 
to various fields, and also there may have been some conver- 
^^wtion relating to BBOTHMAN’s acquaintance with Dr* HABCtt4J 
at Columbia University, I believe that here EROTHMM 
stated to SAM that he iras a former pupil of Dr. URIY*e* I 
would like to stat^here that I am not confusing this Incident 
with Dr* BiENARD>jC(S0PMAN, and that while I am evolving this 
in retrospect, I am quite certain that it did occur* I am 
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eiq>haal 2 lng this becauss that at this timei I had no idea 
that aoorthing was going on in regard to Atomic fiaergjr in 
the tlnited States. It is possible that SAM did, as earljr 
a date as this, have some definite infoi^a^on* Also there 
occurred here a promise ty SAM of offering BROTHM AN all of 
the aid possible in regard to the physical task of getting 
information on paper* This included stenographic services^ 
and this matter I %«111 take up shortly* One slip occurred 
during the meetingy and I do not thing it was due to the wine, 
because I had, oocasionally, seen SAM consume far more alcoholic 
beverages than the two glasses of wine that he had, and that 
occurred idien SAM once refTerred to me as HAISI, not FRANK* He 
quickly covered up, however, but I do recall this slip* 

"As I have stated, we put in some five hours together* A 
good deal of the talk was on matters completely unrelated 
to the subject of espionage and anncemed a great deal . 
of conversation by SAM, concerning the true state of the Soviet 
forces in combat with the Germans; a great deal of irrelevant 
details concerning life in the Soviet Ikiion, and Inevitably, 
since SAM was a skilled conversationalist and knew enough not 
to numopolize any such occasion, a tremendous amount of talk 
by EROTHHAN on his accomplishments in the past* Here, SAM 
managed to skillfully, I thought, interject how much more 
BROTHMAN could do in the future were he to follow instructions* 
This was eacbremely expertly don^ ana x aon<t think it would ^ 
have been detected by auyone except one who had had such a long 
and in general unsatisfactory relationship with BROTHMAN re- 
garding the obtaining of Information for the Soviet Union. 

"When we left, I recall the incident very clearly, wt all 
went downstairs to the lobby* SAM took a cab and headed up- 
town and finally ROTHMAN took a cab* He was so elated, that 
he was going back to the Chemurgy offieeA to work for the 
rest of the night. 

"I believed that I stayed over in the room until the morning 
since it was too late to get a train, and then 1 finally got 
a train at 6:30 or 7:00 o*clock the following morning for 
Philadelphia* 
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**Ihe next erent that transpired was the matter of the 
Aerosol Bomb or Aerosol Dispenser for insecticides* In 
eozmection with this, which occurred early In 1943* X would 
like to state that aa the occasion of subaequent meetings, 
BROTHMAN kept asking me for the Soviet stenographer, and Z, 
In~tuni, kept asking SAM« As far as BROTHKAN knew, however, 

SAM or GEORGE as he knew him, had returned to the Soviet 
DHTon* SAM wanted to know %diat BROTHMAN wanted to work on 
and X told him that it was In connection with a dispenser for 
Insecticides known as the Aerosol Bomb. This was a gadget, 
simple In design, but capable of producing a vexy fine, al^st 
eblloldal fog of a carrier and an insecticide which had the 
property of remaining suspended In the atmosphere In a closed 
room or tent for some 16, to IS hours. Such was extremely 
useful for the troops overseas in the Pacific areas. 

"When I told about this, however, he was totally un- 
Interested, possibly because of the Kct that vddle the Soviet 
Troops were, it is true, fighting under extremely unsanitary 
conditions, still they were usually engaged In either temperate 
or extremely cold climates. Also, SAM was Interested In things 
of a more direct military nature. Ho said to slji^jly let it go 
and let BROTHMAN prepare the material as best as he could him- 
self, and also said that X was not to help him. However, to 
save face with BROTHMAN, I had to obtain kenographlc help, 
and did so In the person of Miss JENN]ffi>RUZXCKA, who at that 
time, lived in, X believe Hackensack, New Jersey, or In that 
area, Xn any event, it was not very far from Newark, New Jersey. 
X obtained the services of Miss HUZXCKA through ny friend T^ 
and this was a last desperation move, I had considered 
using one of the girls at the Peimsylvania Sugar Coii;i,uny but 
had then decided that this would be too expensive a maneuver, 
taking a girl up to New Tork and returning her. This also was 
too dangerous In that she might begin to wonder a little too 
much about ny activities, BLACK finally recommended Miss RDZXCKA, 
who was possibly, at that time, engaged in working part time, 
possibly one day a week, for, X believe, the New Jersey State 
Labor Boainl or the State Board of tbiemployment Compensation. 

She was a very young girl, about 16 or 17, and extremely In- 
eaperieneed as a stenographer. Not only was she incapable of 
coping with the technical terms involved, this X had rather 
esqpeeted, but she could also not take even the simplest sentence 




In direct dictation without making several errors* The 
result was that she would type up the material udiich BROTHHAH 
would dictate and in which I would put handwritten words, and 
so on, )dilch I thought would be too difficult for her, and would 
then submit it to me and I would then correct it as well as I 
could* It was so hopelessly Jumbled that it always required a 
second session of dictating and going over and finally she 
would succeed in getting the story straight. After possibly 
two or three such attenpts, she would then mall this material 
to ny home in Philadelphia* 

"The meetings or the sessions with BROTHMAN and Miss RUZICKA 
and myself took place In the Chemuf^' ofri.cee in the Graybar 
Building, New Xork* There were possibly four such meetings* 

This, I believe, was the maximum; there may have only been 
three* There were also one or two occasions in which BROTHMAN 
did not show up at all and J£NNI£ and I merely sat in the 
Grand Central Station and waited for unreasonable long periods 
of time, until 1 decided to send her home* I would like to 
state that she was conqjlet^ unfamiliar with New lork City, 
and very much confused* She was very young, as I have said, 
and because BMCK h ad told me to be very sure that she got 
home safely, 1 Stways made it a point to ride with her to 
Newark and to give her an extra dollar so that she could have 
cab fare home* I paid for the transportation between Newark 
and New lozk, and I also paid her, I believe, the sum of $10 
for each meeting, even for those in which no meeting with 
BROTHMAN occurred* The whole affair was so obviously ridiculous 
that EBOTHMAN and I gave it up by eonmon consent* By giving 
it iqp, the whole thing, I mean continuing to use the services 
of Miss RUZICKA* I did a considerable amount of work subsequent 
to this, however, usually on Sunday mornings, with HllOTHMAN in 
the Chesurgy offices in which I toc^ down handwritten notes 
from what BROTHMAN said eoneemlng the aerosol process* There 
has since turned up in sy home a considerable amount of such 
material as well as some of the typewritten data as conqileted 
by JEIOIIE RU^CKA* The material, aside from that typed by Miss 
RGZICKA, consists of notes by both nyself and BROTHMAN* The 
BROTHMAN material is in his writing and contains, in addition 
to the written data, the design of several other aerosol dispensers 
such as the Westinghouse and the Penneylvania £hglneer model 


aerosol dispensers. These sketches were made by JQfiSUttlL 
and I have Identified them as such to Agents MILLER and 
BRBINAH of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

addition to the dispenser, there have been found in 
ny hooie a field filling devLee designed by BROTHMAN for re- 
fUUng of the aerosol dispensers in the field. This was 
in the form of several blueprints. None of this material 
was ever turned over to SAM or any other agent of the Soviet 
Ihilon. I aoeepted this material from BROTHMAN because I 
did not wish to antagonise him, as I surely would have done, 
had X turned down this work. . 

"The next happening that occurred was that of the magnesium 
powder. This concerns tlie production of an extremely fine 
magnesium powder such as is used in flares and in tracer 
bullets. The idea had its genesis with HTiwy who 

thought that magnesium powder could be produced by the follow^ 
ing process; that is, spraying the molten magnesium into a 
chamber containing an inert gas such as nitrogen or helium. 

The spraying was to occur through extremely fine orifices or 
nozzles, and the magnesium would form extremely fine globules 
or particles in this inert atmosphere, and would fall to the 
bottam of the chamber containing the inert atmosphere from 
which it could then be continuously removed and packaged. 

Such a process was a great improvement over the traditional 
method of producing powders f^m Ingots >rtaereby a series of 
say, eight or 12 attrition machines are set up and the 
particles are successively reduced smaller and smaller in 
size until the desired fineness is attained. There is then 
involved the problem of sieving out the large particles and 
returning them to the machines for further grinding. Also, 
the matter of grinding magnesium Is not too happy an affair 
because of the danger of fire from the very small particles 
produced. 

"It was BROTHMAN* 8 Job to design this process, I believe, 
it was intended for use In Australia but there may have also 
been the understanding that QOLWINNE was going to try to sell 
this to the United States Government* Here again, BROTHMAN 
employed his now fa m i li ar dilatory tactics. This matter came 
about, that is, the magnesium powder, as a result of a process 
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voliin^ered to me without aiy proaqittng on ay part ly , . . 

AB^^'^iOTHMAN. That ia, a process which was valuable In . - - 

a military sense* I believe that it may have also come 
about as a result of something that I may- have told BROTHMAN 
relating to the fact that as Interesting as the aerosol bomb 
was, it was still not too laqMrtant militarily speaking, to 
the Soviet tbion* In spite of BROTHMAN*b delaying actions 
and promises which kept recurring, of having the whole Informal 
tion In one eozzqjlete story ready on any one of a number of 
occasions, this never occurred* There have, however, been 
found in my home some five or six handwritten pages in oy 
writing, concerning the magnesium powder process* This Is 
Just the beginning of the process, the preliminary calculations* 
There is also in oy handwriting a diagram and some notations 
in BROTHMANts handwriting* There has also been found some 
fragmentary single sheets in BROTHMAN 's handwriting concerning 
calculations on the magneaixim powder process* 

"I would like to state now that iidiile JtA^was not much 
Interested In the aerohol dispenser, yet he did, in the 
beginning, evidence some degree of concern or enthusiasm 
emeemlng the magnesium powder process* However, as weeks 
passed Into months, and no complete process was available, 
finally on one occasion, 1 brought up the matter of both, 
the magnesium powder and the aerosol dispenser, to SAM, and 
finally SAM became very angry about this because, while I 
had previously given SAM to understand that both the aerosol 
and the magnesium powder. In particular, were the subject of 
Interest on the part of other people beside GOLWYNNE and 
BROTHMAN, that at this time I made it clear to SAM that both 
the aerosol and the magnesium powder were entirely the 
products of BROTHMAN *8 work, upon which he reacted In the 
following fashion! 

"He threw up his hands and made a vulgar remark and said 
that if it was all BROTHMAN*s work, he wanted nothing to do 
with it* 

"None of this material, accordingly, that is, either the 
aerosol dispenser or the magnesium powder, was ever turned 
over to SAM or any other Soviet agent. 
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"The obeaelon of SAK«8 diseuBslon of BR0IHHAN*8 work wa8 
In Oetober of 1943* There wae one occasion In the ear]ly 
fall of 1943 when I went to New Yox4c and obtained a room at 
the Commodore Hotel near both the Graybar Building and the 
^and Central Station* BROTHMAN was to spend the day with 
mSf working on the magnesium powder and con^eting the idiole 
business. He did not show up until pretty late in the 
afternoon and finally, even then, spent the iidiole time telling 
me about the trouble he had bad In hhe Chemurgy office* This 
was as a result of a disagreement between ART IE WEBER and jMlL _ 
both of whom worked for Chemurgy* In^BBER was one of 
the -partners with GOLWYNNE and BROTHMAN in Chemurgy. Absolutely 
nothing was done on this day* 

"Beginning sometime in the fall of 1942, and continuing through 
1943 and into 1944, I received fron BROTHMAN a considerable 
amount of material, mostly blueprints concerning a plant j^ch 
Vas, being put up by HENRi GOLWYNME and Chemurgy for th^<fl^e;^ 
Chemical Company of SeyMuri ' Connecticut. This related to a' 
0!'ant“for the' pfoductino of hicfe^ 'catalyst, both in pallet 
form and as vehicle impregnated* 

WQOIMNNE, I believe, was also a partial owner of the 
Buf ert Coaqiany in conjunction with a man called^^^EfiOME* 

These blueprints have since been discovered in ny home 
and I have identified them as such to Agents MILLER and 
BRENNAN of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Many of the 
blueprints are those of the Graver Tank Company of Chicago, 
Illinois. This last mentioned firm, I believe, was doing the 
actual fabrication of the equlpoient for the Seymour plant. 
BROTHMAN and the Chemurgy Company were doing the desi.^ work. 

In this connection, it should be mentioned, that I did a 
good deal of work on two, possibly three occasions, for 
BROTHMAN in respect to working out chemical details, par- 
ticularly as related to the recovery of the nickel catalyst 
once it had been used* It should be mentioned here that 
this nickel catalyst is used in connection with various hydro- 
genation processes, particularly as concerned with the pro- 
duction of fats, such as Crisco and Spry from such materials 
as cottonseed oil. For this work, I was paid by BROTHMAN, 
certainly on at least one occasion, I believe, to the extent 
of |150. This was money which I needed badly for ny expenses 
with regard to woz^ that I was then doing with AL SLACK. 
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**Mhlle the Bufert Compazip had a laboratory in Seymour, 
Conneetloutf still BEOTHHAN was always quarreling with the 
chief cheislst there ana told oe that be could never get him 
to run the e]q;}erlmentB that he wanted, and that the design 
work would be iaqposslble to eon^lete unless I furnished ABE 
with this additional information. This work, I would like to 
add, was done in the evenings in the laboratories of the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Con^any. On one occasion, X worked 
through an enti^ night until the following morning. None 
of the information on the nickel catalyst was ever 
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"turned over to SAH or any other Soviet agent. I an certain that 
I mentioned it to SAM and I an also certain that this topic cane 
up during the meeting between SAM, BROTHMAN and myself at the 
Lincoln Hotel, and that on this occasion, SaM had merely side- 
stepped the issue and had not condemned the process as being 
material in which the Soviet Onion was not interested. To me, 
however, SAM stated very plainly that they already had processes 
for producing fats used in cooking, and that his time and mine 
were far too valuable to spend on such matters. Here again, he 
reiterated, SAM did, that what was desired most of BROTHMAN was 
for him to obtain a job with a large industrial concern whereby 
he could give us well authenticated and accepted information on 
subjects in which the Soviets were interested. Such firms were 
mentioned as the Goodrich Rubber Company, the Goodyear Conq^any, 
and the United States Rubber Conpany. 

"During my association with BROTHMAN, he also threw several 
legitimate jobs my way for which I obtained money, which was 
very necessary to my continuing my activities. One such was a 
proposal on the conversion of a plant owned by the B-G Interstate 
Corporation of Paterson, New Jersey. This firm made a malt syrup 
used as a sugar substitute and the people wanted to convert this 
plant to a distillery. - I made such a survey and was paid the sum 
of $500. 

"To go ahead a little Mt, in 19li5, I was introduced by BROTHMAN 
to a mM called SIMOJJj^LLNER, who was working for a man called 
HARRJ>ORETSKE of the Belle Meade Farms in Virginia. This man, 
GRETSKE, was interested in a process which I had developed in- 
dependently for producing a high test yeast from citrus molasses. 
This ysEt was to be high in factors of vitamin B conpi^oc. Nothing 
ever came of this, though, but I did submit samples of the yeast 
and a proposal to MILLNER in New York City. 

"In early September of 192tl^, after a period of severed months, 
during which I had not seen BROTHMAN, possibly since June of 
that year, I met BROTHMAN on 32nd Street, near lith Avenue,, on 
the southeast comer, inside of a bar and restaurant. I had 
previously made several calls to Chemurgy and had simply been told 
by one of the girls that BROTHMAN was not there; either that or 
there was no one there in the evening when my calls were made. 
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"Finally, I called UXCm, BROTimN^ wife, and she told me that 
he was probably in ’the'32riS Street office. 

"I would like to interpose here that sometime early in 19UUj 
BROTHMj^ had taken me to this place on 32nd Street. The exact 
addres^is UU East 32nd Street, and the office was on one of 
the higher floors, about the 11th or 12th. There was really no 
office there at all, but there was a crude or sketchy sort of 
laboratory. In this laboratory there was working one chemist, 
a Negro by the name of GIBBS. GIBBS was, I believe, a graduate 
of Fordham University, New fork, and he was working on the pro- 
duction of DDT, and also on the production of Chloral, one of the 
two materials needed for the synthesis of DDT. My visit there 
was extremely brief, and I have no memory beyond that of being 
introduced to GIBBS. 


"I would like to state here that at all times I used the name 
FRANK KESSLE R except on the occasion when I did work for B-G 
Interstate Corporation of Paterson, New Jersey, and when I 
made' the estimate for Dr. MILLNER; then I used the name HARRY 
GOLD. 


"I would like to state at this time that I gave BROTHMAN to 
understand that my real name was FRANK KESSLER, but I gave him 
the name of HARRY GOLD to be used as a letter drop or as a means 
of getting in communication with me. Very likely, had I not 
done so, I would have lost co^^>lete contact with BROTHMAN and 
would have been very glad to do so, but once having given him this 
name, he co\ild always send a telegram to that address, and these 
I could not ignore. I believe toat the address used was that of 
6823 Kindred Street, the present address of my fatoer and brother. 
This would mean that I gave him the name HARRY GOLD and the ad- 
dress subsequent to June of 191(14. At this time, only my mother, 
father and I were living at that address. My brother was overseas 
until February of 19U6. 

"To continue about my meeting with BROTHMAN in September of 19l(U, 
this was in the evening around 9*00 or 10:00 o' clock, I called 
him from the bar and he asked me to wait there until he came 
down. After a half of an hour, he did arrive and we had a 
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"sandwich and then went for a long walk. This walk was down 
Fourth Avenue and to the Wanamaker Store in lower Manhattan and 

possibly below that, and then back again, and then another com- 

plete circuit down to the Wanamaker Store and back again. There 
may have even been -Uiree eon^lete circuits. We spoke for at least 
three hours, and most of the talking was done by BRO THMAN, and I 
listened. The subject matter concerned the dirty d^ iKcn he had 
gotten from HENRI GOIWYNNE, AR TIE WEBER , and a of the - 

Regal Chemical C6n5janyn5f Brooklyn, New York. Apparently, what 
had happened was thisi 

"BROTHMAN had designed the aerosol bomb for HEIUG and had done 
this for himself and for WEBER and not for GOIWYNNE. When 
GOIWYNNE found out about it, he asked ABE to turn over into 
Chemurgy, his and WEBER'S share of whatever profits would result. 
BROTHMAN refused to do so end told GOIWYNNE that he had never 
received any money for the design of the Rufert Plant, and had 
said that this was a typical case, and that, when he had asked 
GOIWYNNE about eon^iensation for it, GOIWYNNE had said, that as 
a partner in Rufert, he, GOtWYNNE, had determined that Chemurgy 
would do the work for free, because GOLWYNNE was also a one-third, 
and possibly a forty percent, stockholder in Chemurgy. When 
GOIWYNNE again, either on a subsequent occasion or at the same 
time, asked BROTHMAN to sign over his and WEBER' s share of the 
aerosol. process, BROTHMAN again refused and GOLWYNNE then said, 
and this must have been on a subsequent occasion, 'Well, it doesn' t 
really matter because ARTIE WEBER has already signed over his share 
to me, and furthermore, ARTIE WEBER and I, meeting as majority 
stockholders in the Chemurgy Design Corporation, have voted to 
oust you from the three-man Board of Directors.' 

"He then produced for BROTHMAN a signed statement by WEBER to 
that effect. 

"A week later, BROTHMAN told me he had found out, on the occasion 
of a conversation with HEIUG during which HEILIG also asked him 
to sign a paper stating that for a certain mi niimim coIl^}ensation, 
HEILIG was free of any further obligations to BROTHMAN, that HEIUG 
had produced the paper from WEBER stating that all of the design 
work on the aerosol process was WEBER' s own and was not BROTHMAN' s; 
and that the process, in effect, belonged to IWEBER and he in turn . 
was assigning it to HEIUG, BROTHMAN told me that at this time 
there occurred in the Chemurgy office, just subsequent to this, an 
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wevent during which WEBffi asked BROlKMAlL^o ®°”® 

design calculations is, the matters relating to some work 
that "WEBER was doing for the Kellex Division of the Kellog Com- 
pany of Jersey City, a large process equipment firm. BROTHMAN 
then said that he angrily turned on ARTIE and asked him why he 
hadn’t first brought up the matter of signing over his rights to 
both Chemurgy and HEILIG without even mentioning it to ABEi 

"I believe that there comes in here, particularly in regard to 
HEIUG, the matter of the fact that one of the reasons that 
BROTHMAN told me why ARTIE signed over his rights was that HEILIG 
had agreed to ’go to bat,’ as it were, with ARTIE' s Local Draft 
Board in Brooklyn, to prevent him from being taken into the 
service, and that this was also the reason for ARTIE' s seeking 
work with the Kellex Division, since this carried a very high 
exenption priority, BROTHMAN said that he accused ARTIE of both 
selling him out to GOIWY^ and to HEIUG, ^d of a variety of 
other misdeeds, and‘tHat”Hnally he got so angry, he att6n?)ted 
to physically beat up WEBER, and had only been dissuaded from 
doing so by other people in the Chemurgy office. The upshot of 
the whole matter was that BROTHMAN was fired from both Chemurgy and 
the Regal Conpany, and along with BROTHMAN there were ttircwn out 
of work GU^itoCJUAN, EMIL BARISH , and JULES^RCHIEN. 

"KORCHIEN was an architect employed part time by Chemurgy, and 
a friend of ABE's. VAQO was a mechanical engineer and an ex- 
tremely able draftsman. BARISH was a chemical engineer, and 
WOLLAN was essentially a mathematician and a physicist, but was 
working mostly as a chemical engineer. ABE said that several 
days after the event occurred, and this was on the l5th. of August, 
19UU, that these four people and BROTHMAN met in the laboratory 
which had been used on 32nd Street, and had finally agreed that 
the best thing that they could do under the circumstances was to 
form a firm of their own. This was to be a firm which specialized 
in developing chemical processes and then designing the equipment 
for these processes. No laboratory facilities were available 
since the space at 32nd Street was converted into a design office. 
This was only one small room and a partition was put in with a 
desk for use of the members. The rest of the space, which had been 
laboratory tables, was used for drawing, ABE told me that while 
some of the others had contributed nominal sums such as $200 toward 
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"the formation of the coii5)any, still they were practically 
penniless, and that the principal funds had come from personal 
contracts which ABE had for doing work for the Graver Tank 
Con^iany and work for the Bridgeport Brass Company. The work 
for the Bridgeport Brass, I believe, had to do with the aerosol 
dispenser. I do not know the nature of the work for the Graver 
Conpany. ABE stated that he was to receive something like 
$15>000 from Bridgeport Brass, possibly $20,000, and something 
like $15>000 from the Graver Tank Company. Now, whether he had 
already received some of this money, I do not know, but the 
general impression that I came away with was that a good deal of 
the money still was to come, and this would be used entirely for 
t]je furtherance of setting, up the organization to be known as 
BRO THMAN mU^SOQUlE^ 

"At either this, or at a later date, BROTHMAN e;^lained to me 
that the reason for having chosen this hame^or the firm was 
that they had all agreed that BROTHMAN was the only one of the 
group who was well known in the chemical process field, especially 
through his publications for the McGraw-Hill Company, and that as 
such, this name was more likely to attract attention and business 
than a more descriptive one but one which did not contain the name 
BROTHMAN. 

"I would like to explain that the ingredients of the material 
dispensed through the aerosol bonh were Freon 12, Sesame Oil, 
Pyrethrum, and DDT, The Freon was the carrier and was a liquid 
in the aerosol bomb and produced a fine mist when expelled through 
the nozzle. The Sesame Oil was a carrier for the Pyrethmm ex- 
tract, which lasts provided the function of knocking down the 
insects. The DDT, while it did not have the high kno>-k-down of 
Pyrethrum, still had a far greater lasting effect and was effective 
on surfaces for as long as two years after they had been sprayed, 

"It was as a result of BROTHMAN’ s work on the aerosol that he 
became interested in DDT, and it was on DDT that the Negro chemist, 
was working in April of 19mj, 

"The first time that I ever met NAO MI BROTHMAN was on an occasion 
when I waited for ABE at La Guardia Field when he was due to 
return from a trip to Washington in connection with ttie Buna-S. 
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"Blis was sometime in February of 19l;2. The only event that 
occurred was that we took a cab to BROTHUAN's ^artment, and I 
continued from there to the Pennsylvania stolon. We did have 
one brief conversation in the men's lounge during which BROTHMAH 
gave me some fragmentary information on Buna-S. It was also - ■ _ 
on this occasion that one of the times when I was supposed to have 
received a con^lete set of data had been planned for. 


"I would like to add here that on several occasions after leaving 
very late at night, leaving the Chemurgy offices that is, I drove 
BROTHMAN over to Long Island City where he lived near Skillman 
Avenue, and then took the same cab back to Penn Station. At this 
time, it would have been impossible for ABE to get a cab driver to 
take him over to Long Island City without the promise of a return 
fare. 


"Regarding the subject of Remuneration, BROTHMAN never received 
any money as payment for work that he did for the Soviet Union, 
but these events did occur. On at least two occasions in regard 
to information that BROTHMAN ssdd that ho was obtaining for me 
regarding the Buna-S, I paid him sums of $50, possibly one pay- 
ment was €50 and the other $25. This was in connection with 
blueprinting expenses. BROTHMAN told me that he had to order 
additional blueprints and could not do so at Hendrick without 
arousing suspicion, so he would order them and would pay for them 
himself, and this was repaid to him. 

"In the summer of 19U2, I purchased for BROTHMAN a Voigtlander 
camera which was of the cut film type or film pack type. This 
was a second-hand camera and I believe that I had purchased it 
at Kline and Goodman in Philadelphia. There is some i jssibility 
that I may have obtained it from AL SLACK. BROTHMAN told me 
that he wanted this camera in order to be able to take pictures 
of his cnild or children. This camera cost me about €40. 

"On several subsequent occasions, I supplied BROTHMAN with film 
pack which was very rare, as was all film during tnis time. I 
may have obtained this film from AL SLACK about Christmas of 19U2. 
Also, I purchased a scarab bracelet costing about $8 or $9, and 
an umbrella costing about $5 or $6 for a girl in the Cheimirgy 



"officea. This girl was a stenographer who had done a good 
deal of typing for BROT HMAN in connection with work that he was 
turning over to me." Particularly do I believe that she had 
typed a good deal of material on mixing. I never met this 
girl, and I do not know who she is, but BROTHMN told jib that 
he needed a gift for her and so I made these purchases. I 
believe BROTHMAN turned over one of them to the girl. 

**In December, 19ii5j I purchased a six-inch slide rule. This was 
a Keuffel and Esser slide rule in a leather carrying ease, and 
is of the vest pocket type. This cost about $5 or $6. There 
were two reasons for these gifts, and the gifts actually in- 
cluded only the camera and the slide rule. One was that I 
hadn't been able to see him for extended periods and felt some- 
what guilty; the second reason was that I had been unable to 
make any progress whatever, and this particularly relates to the 
slide rule, in obtaxning legitimate backing from the Soviet Union 
for ABE in his enterprise. 

«I would like to elaborate further on this matter of legitimate 
backing. Starting In early 19h2, and continuing through BROTHMAN's 
associations with Chemurgy and into the period when he formed 
A. BROTHMAN AND ASSOCIATES, BROTHMAN, on many occasions, I would 
say 'at' least" six; openly and directly asked me if I could obtain 
legitimate backing from the Soviet Ihiion so that he could openly 
set up an enterprise and do work on chemical processes for the 
Soviets, Wien I first mentioned this to S/iM, he laughed hilariously 
and said that he had never heard of such d— fool nonsense in his 
life. 

"First, I would like to explain that by legitimate baoking, 

BROTHMAN meant sums ranging from ^25,000 to $^0,000. Also, he 
envisioned setting up a complete organization, including a chemical 
development laboratory, a pilot plant setup for carrying out pro- 
cesses on a small scale, and finally, design offices. SAM, as I 
said, laughed hilariously and said that such was conpletely out of 
the (juestion, and that BROTHMAN must be mad. He again reiterated 
his statement to the effect that the best thing that BROTHMAN could 
do would be to obtain a job with a large industrial firm in the 
t^ited States; that it was information from such firms that the 
Soviets wanted; that he was not interested in the slightest in what 
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"B ROTHM AM might dream up; and that the Soviets were interested 
orljTirpPbcesses which either had been or were going to be 
actually recognized and operated successfully in the Dhited 
States. I could not take back such a bliint answer as this to 
BROTHUAN, so I tried to soften it some way by a variety of ex- 
cuses including the general one that it was not feasible nowj 
and another one that such f^l^ds were not available right norw and 
a variety of other dodges^ but as I have said, BHOTHMAN repeated 
his request on at least six occasions. These became more frequent j 
especially through the year 1945* so much so that on this one 
occasion in Decetdier of 1945* when I did see BROTHMAN and gave 
him the slide rule* he ask^ me in desperation for backing. This 
was after a lapse of quite a few months, possibly four, and again 
upon that occasion BROTHUAN was very insistent. 

"I would like to state here that I last saw SAM in February of 
1944 and that my next Soviet contact was JOHN* whom I have since 
identified as ANATOLI A. YAKOVLEV. On one occasion in 1944, 
and this was very late'lTr"1944*' possibly Decenher* and after 
BROTHUAN had again asked me about obtaining funds for him through 
the Soviets, I did mention this matter to JOHN. I did not get 
very far, however* and I think, as a matter of fact, that I 
don't believe that I got any further than BROTHUAN' s name. JOHN 
grew very angry and said that under no conditions was I ever to 
meet with BROTHMAN or ever to get in touch with him again, that I 
had been instructed by SAM, and I will elaborate on this last, and 
that BROTHUAN was never to be mentioned again. I stated that I 
never got very far, because I never got as far as this proposition 
or as far as telling JOHN that I had seen BROTHMAN recently. 

"With regard to seeing BROTHMAN, I would now like to btate that 
in December of 1943* and possibly January of 1944* I was told by 
SAM that there was an extremely important mission coining up for 
me and that before he could tell me about the mission, he wanted 
to know would I undertake it. I unhesitatingly agreed. SAM 
then told me that the mission was far more inportant than any- 
thing that I bad ever done before, and concerned matters of not only 
immediate necessity but of world -shaking Importance. He did not 
elaborate upon it at this meeting, but did on a subsequent occasion, 
but he did tell me on this first time that he brought up the matter 
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“of the lii5)ortant mission, that I was to drop conpletely any • 
association with BROTHUiN and was never to ever see him again. 

I do not believe that BROTHMAN ever gave me any material sub- 
sequent to the material I obtained in 19Ui on the Rufert Chemical 
Company, and this closes my association with ABRAHAM BROTHMAN on 
behalf of the Soviets. 

“I have read the above statement, consisting of 57 pages, and 
am signing it as all statements contained therein are true, to 
the best of my knowledge and belief.

“I wish to add the following relative to the Hotel Lincoln meeting 
as set in my statement dated July 11, 1950, and appearing on Pages 
32 through 36. This meeting was attended by BROTHMAN, 

and myself. 

“Some weeks later I was waiting for BROTHMAN in Grand Central 
Station in New York City; this was in the portion of tie 
station near the Gra^ar Building and where the ramp leads out 
to Lexington Avenue. BROTHMAN emerged in the conpany of several 
other men; because of these strange prople I made no attempt to 
make my presence known to ABE, BROTHMAN, however, saw me, and he 
and a blond man left the group and came up to me. ABE said, 
•FRANK, this is A RTIE WEBER. ' WEBER then smiled and said, 'Shake 
the hand that shook the h^iS^ of ' , you know, 

“I was very much disconcerted at this because I immediately 
knew that WEBER was referring to aBE's meeting with SEMENOV. 
However, I managed to make some non-commital statement and no 
further mention was made of this incident. 
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"But the next time that I sm ABE, hoirever, I did very directly 
ask him whether he bad talked to ARTIE about the Lincoln Hotel 
meeting with GEORGE. BRQ THMjUJ assured me that he had not and 
no further conversation was” held on this subject.

On the same date, HARRY GOLD in a signed statement gave the following 
information concerning conversations he had with BROTHMjVN relative to 
their stories given to the FBI and the Federal Grand Jury: 


"July 11, 1950 
Philadelphia, Penna, 

"I, HARRY GOLD, hereby make the following voluntary statement to 
T. SCOTT MILLER, JR., and RICHARD E, BRENNAN, who havfi identified 
themselves to me as Special Agents of the Federal Bur. au of 
Investigation. No threats or promises have been made me, and 
I realize that I do not have to make any statement, and any 
statement I do make may be used against me in a Court of Law. 

I realize that I have a right to counsel. 

"The events I am going to describe occurred during the two-year 
period when I was employed by the firm of A. BROTHMAN AND 
ASSOCIA TES, of New York. 

"The affair actually began one or two days prior to Memorial 
Day, 19h7. I had been working in the Elmhurst Laboratory 
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Hof the firm and had then reached the point where further work 
required my going in to the Engineers Club Library in Manhattan i 
The time was about 3t00 in the aftemooii. I left the laboratory 
and on the way to Manhattan got off the subway at Queens Plaza, - 
so that I could stop in to toe Design Offices of A « BROTHMA N 
AMD ASSOCIATES , which is located at 29-28 Ulst A^tiue, Long'" 

Island City, The building in which the BROTHMAN Design Offices 
are located is called the Chatoam-Phenix, When I had emerged from 
the subway, and ;}uat as I was crossing the street to the entrance 
of toe building, this is on the side of the street nearest the 
subway, one of the BJOTHMAN employees, an electrical engineer 
whose name is S^iL^^fMSHEL was leaving the building. In the middle 
of toe street li^accosted me and said, but not too excitedly, 

'Did you know that some Government men are upstairs talking to 
ABE?' It may be possible that in place of the phrase, 'Govern- 
ment men, • that FANSHEL used the words ' Internal Revenue men, » 

I cannot exactly recall; to any case, I was not very much disturbed, 
and went directly up to toe offices with toe purpose of consulting 
with ABE to see whether there was anything further beyond what 
I had projected to look up in the chemical literature. 

"The following conversation took place imnediately as BROTHMAN 
approached me in the office when I arrived. While some of the 
conversation is set forth in quotes, it is substantially what 
BROTHMAN told me upon this occasion. 

"When I arrived in toe office, BROTHlSAN,was in a state of great 
excitement; he immediately went forward to meet me, 

"The first thing BROTHMAN said was, 'The FBI were here— they know 
everything — they know all about us— they know, you wer.,- a courier— 
they have a photograph of you and me together in a rc^taiirant ', 

Look, we don't have much time. Look, HARRI, you've got to get 
this straight. You have got to tell the same story I told of 
how we met. Look, do you loiow this guy I told BROTHMAN 

tnat I did not know JOHN, and asked BRO'fifliAN what he was like. 
BROTHMAN then said, 'Look, HARRY, you have got to get this descrip- 
tion straight',' BROTHMAN then described to me a photograph which 
he said had been shown by Agents of the FBI to him, which photo- 
graph BROTHMAN said was of JOHN. BROTHMAN described JOHN to me 
as a wizened sort of fellow with reddish hair and a receding 
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"hair line. 6R0THMAN told oe that JOHN* s name was something 
like ‘GOLLISH? ATteT describing JOHN M roe, BROTHMAN wanted 
to know if I 'got that?' and 1 said that I had. BHOTHMAN then 
said, 'Look, you have got to make some sort of story right away 
as to how you met ibxa man— remeniber — you've got to say JOHN 
introduced you to me. Look, I told them that JOHN was an entre- 
preneur, and that you and I worked together for him, with you 
evaluating chetdcal processes.' I then asked BROTHUAN how the 
FBI got the photograph of nyself and him. BROTHMAN then said, 

'I don't know, they've got them— a lot of them— photographs of 
everyone.' 

"About the middle of this limited conversation, BROTHMAN said 
to me, 'Someone has ratted— it must be that bitc h HELEN L' 

BROTHMAN also said to me, 'Those fellows out there are going to 
see you— they may be on their way out tliere now. I promised them 
I would not talk witn you, , so don't let on that we've talked about 
this. You've got to cover me up and tell them the same story that 
I told you.' 

"BROTHMAN then began urging that I leave immediately for the 
laboratory, although I wisned to stay and have further conversa- 
tion about this matter, as the full import of it had Just been 
realized by me* 

"One of the last things that BROTHMAN told me before I left the 
office was that Miss MIRIAi^^^KOJJITZ had left in BROTHMAN' s 
car for the office of GIB|2^>rf^H)L£MAN, who was an attorney em- 
ployed by the Amtorg Trading Corporation. 

"I left the office and returned by subway to the labor .tory. On 
the ride back to Elmhurst I thought of a man whom I hati known at 
the Pennsylvania Sugar Conpany. This man' s name was CAJiTER 
. yjfOODLESS , and he had been about a year or so older than I, and 
naa been the son of C. B^f^fEJODLESS, one of the men who had^ a large 
interest, both financial and specially executive, in tij^I»;^Sfihsyl- 
vania Sugar C ompany. W, BLOODLESS, who at one time was in 
complete control of the Pennsylvania Sugar Congjany, had been a 
brother of C. R. HOODLESS. I had knovm CABTER HOODLESS very well, 
and I chose him as the person whom I would use to explain^©' the 
FBI as to the fictitious manner in which I had met JOHl^^JOLLISH. 
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«I would like to state that I had never heard this name before 
until BROTHUAN told me that name a few moments previous to this 
time. 

"I particularly chose CARTER HOODIESS because of the fact that 
he had died about four years ^^vious. 

"I returned to the laboratory and tried to busy myself about my 
duties there. In about an hour, and this would make it about 
U*30, into men entered the laboratory. TUey looked around and, 
even though both were looking directly at me in the small space 
where we worked, they asked, ’Is there a Mr. HARRY GOID here?' 

I replied that I was HARRY QOIfl. They said that they had Just 
recently spoken with BROTHMAN, and desired to converse with 
me further about some matfefa'tHat he'd mentioned. These men 
identified themselves to me as Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. We went outside and sat in 
O'BRIEN'S car for a brief while until the personnel of the labora- 
tory had gone home. Shortly before the agents had arrived, ig RIAM _ 
MOSKOWJTZ. entered the laboratory and told me that ABE had gone 
home with a splitting headache. MIRIAM was still there, but was 
on the point of leaving, when the agents arrived. 

"When everyone had gone home, the agents and I re-entered the 
laboratory and had a very long conversation, lasting from about 
5tlS until about 9*00 o'clock that night. In the course of the 
conversation I told them the following story. That in October 
or Novenber of 191*1, I had attended a Philadelpnia Section Meeting 
of the American Chemical Society, This meeting was held in the 
Franklin Institute, as they customarily were. I said that I had 
previously agreed to meet CARTER HOODLESS at this mec’.ing. I said 
that when I had entered the meeting hall CARTER had gone forward to 
greet me and had said that he had a friend here who was anxious to 
meet me. CARTER had^iatroduced^me to this friend, and had intro- 
duced him as JACOB;^tjOLLIS ^^i^BtSlUSH; I cannot recall now whether 
BROTHMAN had told me during^ our earlier talk in the office that 
the agents had referred to the man as JACOB, or whether the agents 
in their talk with me had referred to him as JACCB. I do recall, 
and very distinctly, the fact tnat I was shown a number of photo- 
graphs, possibly five or six, one of which was that of the small 
wizened man with the receding hairline and a somewhat wry grin on 
his features, whom I identified to them as the man to whom CARTER 
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"had introduced me that night at the Franklin Institute in 
Philadelphia. 

"To continue with the story that I was telling the FBI, I told 
them that after the Chemical Society meeting was over, and that 
this principally had consisted of a talk by some prominent 
visiting chemist, (this was the normal procedurei irtiat business 
there had to be transacted usually was done in Committee, and the 
evening was normally coinjletely taken up by the talk of a visiting 
chemst, usually one of prominence in hia particular field), that 
we, GOLLIS and I, had left CARTER HO^LESS and had gone into 
downtosm Philadelphia to a resV^r^t in” the neighborhood of Broad 
and Locust Streets. I had told them that this restaurant was 
Tendler's. I also told them that I went there with GOLLIS upon 
his invitation. I continued with 'my made-up story.' I said, 
during the course of a twcf or three hour conversation, that GOLLIS 
had e^qjlained to me that he was a Mechanical Engineer and a pro- ^ 
moter, and that he knew a very excellent Chemical Engineer in 
New York City. • I had said that this Chemical Engineer was designing 
processes for GOLLIS, and that GOLLIS needed a Chemist to check 
on the reliability of the chemical information that was being 
given. I said that GOLLIS had become very expansive and had ex- 
plained to me that I would be paid well for this work that I was 
to do, and that he had painted a very glowing picture of the future. 
I also said that GOLLIS had given me the name of the man and his 
office address and telephone number. The name that had been given 
to me was that of ABRABAM BROTHMAN , and whUe I had not recalled 
the phone nunher, 1 had^ beeh'lold that he worked for the Hendrick 
Manufacture Company of New York City. GOLLIS, I said, had told 
me to get in touch with BROTHMAN in the near future, :nd to meet 
him and begin working with this Chemical Engineer. I also told 
Agents SHaNNON and O'BRIEN that GOLLIS had never given me his 
address in New York, and further, that during his conversation he 
had not struck me as being a man who had the technical knowledge 
necessary for that of a Mechanical Engineer. I told the Agents that 
during the course of the conversation I had been someirtiat taken in, 
but that on calmer reflection a little later, the whole story 
began to have somewhat of a false air. The next events that took 
place (according to this story), were that I had called BROTHMAN in 
New York City, and after one or two unsuccessful attempts, had gone 
to see him there, I stated that from the very beginning I was 
fascinated by BROTHMAN' s tremendous knowledge and ability, and that 
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**froin the very first ire had hecome close friends. I stated that I 
made, during the period from Noventoer or Decenber, 19Ul, until 
sometime in late Spring or early Summer of 19U2, some six or 
seven trips to see BROT^Nj all to New fork; that on several 
of these trips I haTwbrked at BROTHMAN'e home in Sunnyside, 

Long Island. I stated that on two or possibly three occasions 
BROTHMAH had given me some design material consisting principally 
of isolated blueprints of various reaction vessels, and that I 
had taken them home with me. 1 further stated that about three 
or four weeks after I first met OOLUS, that he had called me at 
my home, (he had obtained my home address and telephone nujrber from 
me on the occasion of our first meeting), and that he said that 
he hM merely verified on the occasion of this first call that I 
had gotten in touch with BRCTHMAN. He had also said that he was 
Just passing through Philadelphia and could not see me that evening. 
I stated that there Wei’s possibly some tliree subsequent calls, 
each about a month apart, and that on each occasion GOLLIS had 
been very evasive when I asked when I could see him. I then 
stated that subsequent to February or early March of 19U2, I had 
never heard from or seen GOLLIS. I further said in my statement 
to the Agents that BROTHMAN and I had not discussed GOLLIS very 
mucn, but that on one or two occasions when we had, we had come 
to the agreement that he was just a fly-by-night promoter with 
no substantial funds to back up his enterprises, and that BROTHMAN 
and I had both agreed that we doubted that we would ever hear 
from him again. On the occasion of m a kin g this statement to 
Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN, I told them, upon their questioning, 
that I did not know but what these two or three blueprints that 
BROTHMAN gave me might still be in my home in Philadelphia. 

”The entire preceding story which I told iigents SHANNON and 
O'BRIEN of the FBI is con^xLetely false, and is a product only 
of my imagination. The only item resezibling truth in it is that 
concerning the blueprints which I did actually pick up from BROTHMAN 
early in our relationship, but these blueprints were not picked up 
at the behest of GOLLIS, whom I never knew, but on instructions 
from another person, 

"The interview with Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN was concluded 
about 9:00 o'clock that evening. About 9:30 MOSKC WITZ a nd 
BROTHMAN came out to the laboratory in BROTHMair'^s car. It may 
be possible tnat they had. called before leaving for Elmhurst to 
see whether the agents had gone. In any case, when they arrived. 
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"the three of us went to eat In a restaurant along Queens Boulevard 
in the Rego Park section of Queens. This restaurant is called 
t Sonny's of Chinatoim.* We had dinner in the restaurant, but 
before that and wnile we were still in the laboratory, BROTHUAN 
had wafited to know how I had carried off my conversation with 
the agents. Just as I was going to reply, JpSKCHTIlK^terrupted 
and assured ABB that I had been extremely nonchalant when the 
agents entered. I told BROTH MAN that I believed that the whole 
affair had gone very wellT^ 

"ABE'S opening remark to me after getting into ^e restaurant 
was 'HARR7, you don't blame me for having brought your name into 
this, do you? I thought since they would eventually uncover you 
because of our long close association, that it would be better 
for me to bring you in myself and at the very beginning.' The 
long close association toVhich BROTHMAN had referred specifically 
meant the manner in which I had been working for ABE at A. BROTHUAN 
AND ASSOCIATES since May of 19U6. There was not very much con- 
varsatldinEiring our meal in the Chinese restaurant, and we 
returned to the laboratory about I0i30. I still had a consi- 
derable amount of work to do that evening. When MOSKOfflTZ went 
out on an errand, possibly to obtain some coffee, I related to 
BROTHMAN in detail the story that I h--d told Agents SHANNON 
and O'BRIEN. I recall that BROTHMAN said, 'Look, HARRY, I got 
to knew all about you. What can they find out that I don't know?' 

I then told BROTHMAN that in reality I had never been married, 
and further, that my brother was still alive and had not been 
killed in the Pacific, and that I lived with my family in Phila- 
delphia. I had previously told BROTHMAN that I was married and 
that my brother had been killed in the Pacific, I recall that 
BROTHMAN made many recriminations for my having told these false- 
hoods, but he said that he did not think these points would be 
serious. The greater portion of the conversation at tiie above 
time consisted of ay teUing BROTHMAN the same story I had told 
the agents about my fictitious meeting with JACOB_^LLIS, We did 
not have any time to go over BROTHMAN' b story 'to the agents about 
the manner in which BROTHMAN met me. At this time ABE and I 
realised tiiat there was a discrepancy in the stories we had 
related to the FBI Agents. I had told them that I had originally 
met BROTHMAN in I 9 UI, but ABE had told the Agents that he had 
met me in I 9 I 1 O. He decided to belittle the importance of this 
discrepancy, and at that time ABE told me that I could always 
use the excuse that my memory was faulty. BROTHMAN eaqiressed 




^ "concern to me that I might have had other dealings in sgr 

association with the Soviets with irtiich he was not familiar. 


"I would like to explain here that my actual contacting BRgrHMA.N 
from Septenher, 19ia, to sometime in 19U1* was for the purpose 
of securing from him technical information in which the Soviet 
imion might be interested. The true part of my story to the 
FBI Agents, that is, my obtaining blueprints from ABRAHAM 
BROTHMAN, was actually in connection with my activities on 
behalf of the Soviet Ohion, 

"Continuing, BROTHMAN seemed worried that he would become 
involved with the FBI because of his known association with 
me, and for that reason wanted to know what other activity I' d 
engaged in other than with him. I told ABE at this time that 
no one knew of any of my other activities, and suggested to aBE 
that he should not mention any other activities of mine in front 
of anyone, particiilarly MIRIAM MQ SKCTTITZj^^ 

"From the first time that I met BROTHMAN, up until the time I 
went to work for him in May of 19U6, he did not know my true 
name, as I had originally introduced myself to him under the 
name nf ttRiimv KP.qRT.KT^ He also knew that I used the name of 
HARRY GOLD, but he did not know whether either one of these 
names was my true name, 

"Continuing with the conversation at the laboratory, I told ABE 
that I was a little concerned about the explanation for my using 
the name of FRANK KESSLER in my dealings with ABE. I suggested 
to ABE that the FBI was certain to get in touch with ARTIE HfEBER, 
and that A RTIE W EBER, only knew me as FRANK KESS1£R. ...t this time 
I suggested to ABE that it was possible that I could use the idea 
of my fear of Dr. GUSTAV T. REICH, my superior at the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Con^jany, as the reason I was dealing with BROTHMAN under an 
assumed name. The fear would be based on the fact that I, as a 
chemist of the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, would have been criti- 
cized for doing independent work on chemical processes outside 
of ny work at Pennsylvania Sugar. BROTHMAN thought that such 
an explanation would be a very shrewd stroke indeed. At this 
time BROTHMAN suggested that as an additional e:q}lanation for 
our association, that we make up a story that we were collabo- 
rating in writing a book on chemical processes, with ABE 
writing the book and my doing the chemical background, I was 
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"dubious about this story and believe that I only used it upon 
one occasion and that was when I was questioned by Agents T. S. 

MI1I£R and R, E. BRENNAN between May 1 $ and May 21, 1950. 

"During this conversation with BROTHMAN he nffin^ned several 
names to me, one of which I recall was HARRiS^fS^VERMASTER, and 
asked roe if I had ever used any of these names, adding that the 
FBI Agents, SHANNON and O'BRIEN, had mentioned these names to 
BROTHMAN. I told ABE that I had never used any of these names, 
which was true. 

"Either that night, or pofisibly the following night at about 
3:00 o'clock in the morning, as BROTHMAN was dropping me off 
at the Pennsylvania Station on 7th Avenue, in front of the main 
entrance, he said very bitterly, 'What sort of a danned fool is 
it who takes a person so closely tied in with all this affair 
and obtains for that person a job in Philadelphia?' The person 
to whom BROTHilAN was referring was THOMAS L. BLACK, a friend of 
mine since February of 1933, and BROTHMAN was specifically referring 
to the fact that I had been instrumental in obtaining enqjloyment 
for BLACK on a consulting basis with the CHi\RLESJy,j^^IRG Laboratories 
in Philadelphia. This event had occurred'Sbmetime'in late 19U5. 

He was also very bitter about the fact that on five or six occasions 
I had brougnt BUCK out to the BROTHMAN Laboratories in Elmhurst, 
at BROTHMAN' s request, to aid in work which we were then pursuing 
for A. BROTHMAN AND ASSOCIATE^. This statement of BROTHMAN' s 
infuTTaled’me, M^cially'sance BLACK had been brought up to help 
at the BROTHMAN Laboratories at BROTHMAN' s specific request, and 
had come from Philadelphia to New York at his own expense and had 
never been reinfcursed for these expenses, nor paid for the work 
he had done in ABE' s Laboratory. I do not recall wh ther the name 
'BLACK' was actually mentioned in this conversation between ABE 
and myself or whether the mention was confined to the name ' TOM' , 
but there was no doubt that ABE and I both were talking about 
THOMAS L. BLACK. 

"ABE also asked me at this time if THOMAS BLACK had ever used 
the name of HARRY SILVERMA5TER, or the other several names he 
previou^. asked me if I had used, and which had been mentioned to 
him by Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN. From BROTHMAN' s conversation hs 



"gave me the definite in^jression that he was of the opinion 
that EXACK was the so->called roaster mind of the group who were 
obtaining technical infomation for the Soviets, such as the 
information ABE had been famishing me from I 9 UI until 19iUi. 

I recall that the argument over BLACK between ABE and myself 
almost culminated in a fist fight, which was prevented by the 
intervention of MIRIAM MOSKO ff lTZ^ .who was in the car with us. 

"I went to Philadelphia that weekend and returned to New York 
Sunday night, and then drove with the BROTHMANs to Peekskill, 

New York, where we spent the night in ABE's summer home near 
there. 

"^le at this summer home ABE told me that he had been in touch 
with GSBY JIEEDLEMAN, but Stated that he had given NEEDLEMAN 
very little facts concerning the association of BROTHMAN and 
myself. ABE told me that NEEDLEMAN suggested to him that should 
BROTHMAN be recontacted by FBI Agents, he should tell them that 
he was too busy to see them. However, after talking it over, ABE 
and I agreed that it would be best to give the appearance of 
trying to cooperate with the FBI. 

"Also at Peekskill, I told ABE that while I was home over the 
Memorial Day weekend, two FBI Agents had made a search of my home, 
but more in the nature of an inquiry than a con^jlete scrutiny, 
and h^ seemed particularly concerned about the blueprints of the 
Hendrick Con^iany, which I had mentioned to Agents SHANNON and 
O'BRIEN. I told ABE that once I had assured these Agents there 
were none around, they had accepted my word. BROTHMAN seemed 
especially critical of the fact that I had gone home over Memorial 
Day, Md seemed particularly c<xicemed with the fact taat my pur- 
pose in doing so was to destroy incriminating evidence which I 
may have had in my home, and which particularly related to my 
activities for the Soviet Union outside of those concerned with 
BROTHMAN. 

"I would like to add that the week following Men»rial Day, I 
was again visited by Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN at the BROTHMAN 
Laboratories, On this occasion they asked further questions 
relating to my story concerning CARTER HOODLffiS and GpIXIS, and 
also they returned to me my Coast Guard' Pass which had on it my 
photograph taken in 19i(2,

"About three or four weeks after ABE had been questioned by FBI 
Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN, he received a summons, directing him 
to testify before a Grand Jury in New York City. When I first . 
saw ^ROTHMAN after he got this summons, and which meeting was in 
the office' of A. _ BR OTHMAN AND ASSOC lATiS, he used a very accusing 
tone toward me irr"lhf6rihing me of the fact that he had received 
the su mm o n s. He let everyone in the office infer that he was 
being made tlie 'goat' for my activities. At this time ABE wanted 
to know whether I had told him everything. By this I took it to 
mean whether I had told ABE all of ny background or any activities 
which the investigating agents might uncover at a later date. I 
told ABE that I had. 

"Shortly after ABE had received this summons, but before he testi- 
fied before the Grand Jury, he went to see an attorney in New York 
City, whose name I cannot recall, except I think his first name 
is TOM, and Ms last name is an Irish one. I do recall that a 
Mr. FCWLE^r^^LTON was a member of this firm. 

"When ABE came back to the office after talking with this attorney, 
he told me that he had told this lawyer the same story which he 
had given to the FBI Agents when he was first questioned by them. 
Following this, but before ABE testified, he asked me several 
times if I had told him everything, and especially would he 'get 
caught short while testifying?' 

"U^n receipt of liie summons, ABE' s first reaction had been ttiat 
he would tell the Grand Jury the true story of his work for the 
Soviet Union, and would take this stand, saying 'What the devil, 
the information was never utilized by the Soviet Union, since 
they later purchased plants covering the information on the Buna-S 
synthetic rubber, and a good deal of it was design work which they 
could themselves have done,* I do not recall the exact circiim- 
stances, but I do know that MIRIAM MOSKCWITZ and GIBBY NEEDLEMAN 
and later I, succeeded in dissuading BROTHMAN from such a fool- 
hardy procedure, telling him that such an admission was exactly 
what the Federal authorities were looking for. 
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"I recall that I was with ABE during the evening of the day he 
testified before the Grand Jury at either the office of 
A, B ROTHM^ AND ASSOCIATES, or in a restaurant nearby called “ — - 
"INT^pW^lSKl^s'. SBEtoia me that the Grand Jury had dug up a 
very *^^ 115 ) 10 te story of his youth, and that the attorney had hammered 
these facts at toe Jury to shew that ABE was an exceedingly , 
brilliant person and as such, was a person of very erratic and 
radical tendencies who was just the type who would become engaged 
in espionage activities. I recall ABE telling me that these 
attorneys were T. VINCENT QUINN and THOMAS DQNEQAN: ABE said that 
DONEGAN in particular had done most of the ’hatchet work,' 

BROTHMAN seemed well pleased at his behavior before the Grand 
Jury and said that he had 'neither cringed, flinched, or begged.' 

ABE told me that in his opinion the Grand Jury had been ' stuffed 
to the gills with stories ef spying.' I then asked ABE if ms name 
had been mentioned before toe Grand Jury, and ABE assured me that 
it had not been mentioned, ABE told me that he understood, either 
from the attorneys or from someone else, that ABE had only come 
into the Grand Jury inquiry at toe tail end of toe procee^ng and 
that he, BROTHMaN, was among the last witnesses to be called. 

"About three or four weeks after this I had i*eturned from the 
library in New fork City, and had arrived at BROTHMAN' s office 
at about 10:00 or 11:00 P.M. He gave me a summons which had 
been mailed to me at the laboratory, and which somecsie in the 
laboratory had brought over to ABE's office. This summons di- 
rected me to appear before the Grand Jury to testify on the 31st of 
July, 19h7. At this time BROTHM AN said, 'HiVRRY, don't be scared 
or frightened, but you are'gSing^o be called before the Grand 
Jury — ^you don't have anything to worry about— we'll go over toe 
story togetner, and as long as you tell the same stoi that I did, 
everything will be O.K.* ABE then handed me the sumL jns, 

"I then went to the Elmhurst Laboratory of A. BROTHl&AN AND 
ASSOCIATES and worked until 5:00 or 6:00 A.M, the following 
morning. I had originally wanted to go visit ray family in 
Philadelphia immediately after seeing the summons, but ABE told 
me that he had made an appointment for me to visit the same attorney 
he had seen, and whom I have previously described above, the 
following morning. I did not see this attorney the following 
morning, but did see him the following evening, and told him toe 
same story that I had told Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN. 
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"Later that evening after seeing the attorney, and at about ■ 

11:00 or 12:00 P.M., in BROT HMAH* s office, I saw ABE. I told 
ABE that I wanted to talk with’ him about his testimony, but ABE 
instead talked with a nunber of the employees of A. BROTHMAN 
AJJD A5SXIATES who were in the office at that time, ^cTtnerT 
"suggestes^ to me that I go with him to drive MI RIAM MOSKOIfflTZ 
home. We got in the car and started out, during which timT'l 
kept reminding ABE that we had something very inqjortant to talk 
about, but ABE kept brushing it off and went into a great dis- 
sertation on political theory and the declining state of capital- 
ism. After making several stops, such as to eat watermelon and 
other time-killing incidents,, we finally arrived at ABE' s garage 
in Sunnyside at about UtOCf A.M. on the day I was to appear before 
the Grand Jury. After wasting some more time talking with the 
garage attendant, we began walking around in the neighborhood of 
ABE'S home in Sunnyside, Queens, New York, and conversed. I kept 
reminding him about the fact that I was to testify that day before 
the Grand Jury, but ABE did not seem too concerned about this. 

ABE told me if I were to be confronted with some conflicting state- 
ment or date in my testimony, I was to use the excuse that it had 
all happened some years ago and I had a faulty memory. During this 
walk I again repeated to ABE the story Tirtiich I had given the Agents 
about the manner in whicn I originally met ABE, which was the story 
I planned to tell the Grand Jury that day. ABE told me not to act 
frightened before the Grand Jury, but to be dignified and calm. 

He told me not to appear to be begging for clemency or mercy or 
for understanding on their part, and even, if necessary, to a 
certain extent to be defiant* In general, the tenor of this 
advice was that I was to tell the false story of how I had met 
GOLLIS through CA RTER HO OD LESS and then through GOLLT^ had met 
ABE. This ABE wasTverjT insistent upon. 

"I then told ABE that on occasions in the past I had taken trips 
by railroad and plane, and possibly the FBI could locate records 
of these trips. Although I did not come out and say that these 
trips were in connection with my Soviet espioneige activity, it 
was certainly understood by both of us ttiat t^iese trips were 
connected with such. ABE assured me that it would be very un- 
litely that any record of such trips could be found in view of 
the large number of people who were traveling by both plane and 
railroad at that time. 
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"At this Ume ABE'S wife, NA£an:,l was spending the summer at 
ABE'S summer home in PeeksKHIT^ew fork, and at ABE'S request 
I was living with him in his apartment in Sunnyside at U2-Od 
U2nd Street, Queens. 

"ffe finally got to bed and after two hours of sleep I got up 
and dressed, and was ready to leave ABE'S apartment to go to 
testify before the Grand Jury. ABE was still in bed. Abe wished 
me good luck and again said, 'Look, HAERY, you don't hold it 
against me for having brought your name into this, do you. 


"One other event that occiyrred during our walk along Skillman 
Avenue early on the morning of July 31. ABE at that time told 
me that the Agents of the FBI had been to question J UpS KORC pEN, 
and had elicited from him the information that prior to May of 
19U6, KORCHIEN had met me and I had been introduced to JULES 
by ABE as FRANK KES SLER, and KORCHIEN had identified me to these 
Agents as 'raANK TTFr^-^. I remonstrated to ABE and demanded to 
know why he had not seen JULES immediately after ABE’ s first 
questioning by the FBI, so that JULES would not- use the name 
FRANK KESSLER as a name by which he knew me. ABE said he hM 
been so busy at that time, particularly with the various affairs 
at A. BROTHMAN AND ASSXIATES, that the matter had just 'slippd 
his~mihc[P'‘~ffe'^'a"not-^rscuss this matter any further, except 
that I said that at vas xmfortunate that it had happened, but 
we agreed that I would tell the story, were I questionedytiiat I 
had used the name FRANK KESSLER b ecause of fear that Dw^lTtElCH 
would become aware of my doing’outside work with BROTHMAN while 
I was still enqaloyed for the Pennsylvania Sugar CoB^-v-ny. We 
mutually agreed that this story was a good one. 


"After I testified before the Grand Jury, I again wenii to see 
the lawyer, TOM, and gave him an outline of what I had testified 
to. I then went to ABE'S office and he and I had lunch together 
at TOKARSKI's Restaurant. There I gave in outline form, orally, 
the testimony which I had given before the Grand Jury, and fur- 
ther, that I thought that I had succeeded in putting across to 
the Grand Jury the fact that I was a blunderer, and in a very 
weak fashion, that I may or may not have been i]i?>licated in 
what the Grand Jviry was probing into, that is, Soviet espionage. 
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would like to state here that about the time Agents SHANNON 

and O'BRIEN first questioned ABE and myself, I had received 

no pay for ay work at A, BR OINMAN AND ASSOCIAT ES for about a' 
couple of months. TheFSnffad been some discussion about ray 
leaving ABE'S enployment, but after Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN 
questioned us, ABE told me that I had better stay around, 
because in the event either of us were questioned further by 
Agents, we would be together so we could check up with each other 
on our stories to the Agents, • This admonition was repeated on 
several occasions by ABE up until June of 19l*8, when I finally 
left A. BROTHMAN AND ASSOCIATES. On the occasion when I finally 
left A, BROTHMAN AND ASSXIATES, in June of 191*8, ABE told me 
that he wanted to go over my story one more time, but I told him 
there was no point in it because I was well acquainted with Uie 
story. One of ABE's final Vemarks was, 'Remenber when the Rover 
Boys come around, you'll want to tell the same story you did before,* 
ABE might possibly have added as a last remark, 'Don't pull a 
LOUIE BUDENZ,' 

"I recall that the above remarks were made by ABE to me in such 
a way that they appeared to inply a threat. These remarks were 
made late on Saturd^ morning or very early on a Saturday after- 
noon in the first week in June, 191*8, and were made in the 
BROTHMAN offices, while BROTHMAN was sitting at his desk and I 
was sitting in a chair near him. 

"I would like to add one more point. After ABE had shown me the 
summons requesting me to ^pear before the Grand Jury on the 
3l8t of July, 191*8, he gave me a typewritten copy of his testi- 
mony as he had detailed it to his lawyer, I never ha- much 
chance to more than glance at this, and in addition, ._iE assured 
me that it was not conpilete, as he had left out many things 
purposely, believing that it would be best for the lawyer not 
to know about these details. 

"Although prior to May of 191*6, ABE had known me under the name 
of FRANK KESSLER . I had given him the name of HARRY GOIL, 6823 
Kindred StreetT^ Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, as a person to idiom 
ABE could direct a letter or communicate with me. 
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"Agents BRE 3 JNAN and MILLER have exhibited a letter dated in 
August of directed to me at the above address and signed 

by ABRAHAM BROTHMAN. This letter requested that I do some 
work on the synthesis of methyl methacrylate monomer, which 
process ABE was working on at that time, 

"ABE never did actually know my true name to be HARRY GOLD 
until I explained the matter to him when I went to work for him 
in May of I9U6, I would like to add that in reference to the 
statement on Page 20 relative to ABE'S adajonition that I remain 
with him in case we were re-questioned by the FBI, that ray 
real reason for staying with A. BROTHIM ASSOCIATES_,was not 
this fear of further questioning,' but ou^ of loy^ty to a 
foundering firm. 

"I have read the above statement consisting of this and 21 
typewritten pages and have signed each page because all of the 
information contained therein is true to the best of my knowledge 
and belief,

On July 13, 1950, HARRY GOID furnished the following supplemental signed 
statement relative to ABRAHAM BROTHMAN testifying before a Federal Grand 
Jury in New York City in 19U7V 
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"July 13, 1950

"I, HARRY GOU), give the folloviljig voluntary etateinent to T* 
SCOTT MZLLSt, Jr«, and RICHARD £. BRENNAN, both of whom I 
know to be Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Inveatiga- 
tl«i, U. 3* Department of Justice* No threats or promises 
have been made to me, end Z have been advised that any state- 
ment I make may be used against me in a court of law* X 
have been advised that I have a right to counsel* 

"1 would like to relate some events iidiieh transpired in 
relation to ABRAHAM BROTHMAN testifying before a Federal 
Grand Jury, in New York City, in late June or early July 

of 1947* 

"About a month after Memorial Day of 1947, and on, I believe, 
a Monday, 1 had spent the day at one of the technical 
libraries in New York City* I returned to the BROTHMAN 
offices in the Chatham-Phenix Bldg* in Long Island City at 
about a 1 00 p.m. Pre^t were, ABE BROTHMAN, OSCAR 
SQL FANSHEL and BO^^QM. 

"ABE G^peared to be very agitated and cut me short when I 
began to tell him of the work 1 had done at the libraxy* 

ABE told he that he had received a summons to appear bofore 
a Federal Grand Jury in down-town New York. He Immediately 
wanted to know if I had received a sunmons* I told ABE that 
X didn*t know, but told ABE that if I had received one, it 
would probably be at th^»fEREIRA*s, the home at which I had 
until recently roomed in Jackson Heights* As it was late 
in the evening, we decided that I should not go to Pi^asiRA's 
that night, but wait until the following morning* 

"Both BROTHMAN and 1 understood that ABE was being sub- 
poenaed to testify about the natter which had been discussed 
by ABE and FBI Agents three or four weeks previously* 

"ABB at this time was very angty and said that the whole 
affair was ridiculous, and that a great farce was being 
perpetrated* He said that he would be no party to any such 
goings on* He said that instead of taking the stand and trying 
to lie and squirm his wey out of the accusations, he would make 
a clean breat of the whole matter* ABE said that he would 
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•tate the idiole atozy about GOLLUSH, jOL^and syeelf • He 
aleo aald, *V(hat the devil, the infonnation was never utilised 
by the So^et Ublon, since they later purchased plants covering 
the information on BanaF>S, synthetic rubber, and Houdzy cracking 
process, and a good deal of it was dehlgn work which they 
themselves could have done** There was also a statement by 
ABE to the effect that in any ease, the information sufamitted 
had all been of Afi£*s oxn design* 

**X replied that such a course would be extremely foolhardy, 
and that ABE should certainly think a great deal more before 
deciding on such a stand* I did not press this point because 
of ABE*s extreme agitation, and also because ABE told me that 
he was not to testify until Thursday of that week* 1 then 
left for the BROTHMAN laboratory in Elmhurst* 


''Early the next or Tuesday morning, I went out to Jackscm 
Heights, and found out from that I had not 

received a sunnons* Later that morning, on ny way to one of 
the libraries in New lork City, I stopped at ABE'S hcsne in 
Sunnyside and told him that I had received no sunmons* I 
recall that ABE's reaction was that this was a good omen* 


"I spent the day and the evening at the library* On the way 
out to the laboratory that evening, I stopped by at the 
office, at about 10:00 p*m* Here I met a very hostile and 
acouai^ atmosphere on the part of the entire BROTHMAN staff* 

, These people were: VAGO FANSHEL and GERSON and, 1 believe, 
vi; M IRIAM MOSKOtflTZ* I got the very definite impression from 
C%e manher“lh which I was being glared at, that ABE had con- 
vinced everytme that in seme manner, X had told sucl. a story 
'O to the investigating agents as to completely exonerate sys^, 
and to fix the entire blame on ABE* Further, shortly before 
I left the office for the lab, BROTHMAN called FANSHEL over to 
him and they held a whispered conversation, during which time 
F AN3HH, occasionally glanced at me. FANSHEL and BROTHMAN then 
Vent downstairs * 


"The next evening, probably Wednesday, BROTHMAN* MOSKOWITZ 
and I had dinner at Topsy's Restaurant on Queens Blvd* At 
Top^ts, ABE told me about his conversation with the lawyer, 
TCH, whose last name I oamot recall right now* 
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**At one polht during dinner, ABE left M 0SK0WIT2 and me and 
want to the i&en*8 rooa. While he wae'^gone, MOSKOWZTZ told 
me, wi th T ety evident relief, that during the da^, she and 
GIBBT NEEDUMAK had finally succeeded in eonvlncl^ ABE of 
tfelTTOdllUUKIlliis 8 of his contemplated course of testifying, 
to the effect that be gave information to the Soviet tfaim* 

*^Ifl)^0WlTZ told me that it had taken a good deal of persuasion 
on the part of herself and KEEDLEMAN, and finally NEEDLEMAN, 
thru pure logic, had succeeded in convincing ABE, that to 
reveal the fact that he knovilngly gave information to the 
Soviet tJhion, would be exactly what the Federal authorities 
wanted* MOSKdfi/lTZ told me that NEESLEllAN had emphasized to 

that the newspapers and the U*S* Attorney would both succeed 
in hammering home the fact that information had passed from 
ABE to the Soviet tlhion and that ABE*8 side of the stoxy would 
never be brought out, because he would never be given the oppor- 
tunity to do so. 

^Before we went to TopS7*s, ABE told me that he had that 
day received a notice to the effect that he was to testify 
Friday instead of Thursday* i 

"On Thursday night, or the night before ABE testified, 1 
again questioned him as to whether he had given up hie foolish 
idea of telling the truth to the Grand Jury, and he assured me 
that he had. 

**I have read the above statement, consisting of this and five 
other handwritten pages, and am signing each page as ail the 
Information contained therein is true to the best of ny 
knmrledge and belief.

On June 15, 1950, H/JRRI GOLD advised that the name appearing 
on this card, "JIM MC MULAN, 60 Linden Avenue, Niles, Ohio", was a student 
irtio had attended Xavier Ifeivergity in Cincinnati idiile GOLD was in attendance 
there, GOLD said that MC MILLAN had no connection whatever with GOLD'S 
espionage activity. 

However, the notations which appear on the reverse side of 
this card, GOU) said, were in his handwriting end pertain to his espionage 
activity, GOLD said ttiat these notations were jotted down when his 
Soviet Siq>erlor, "SAM", was giving him instructions on GOLD'S first 
contemplated contact with AEFt/Ji^_ BaOTICi'JT on September 29, 19Ul. OOLD 
said that the entire message^ i^l^but ab^^iations, should read: 

'Vondzy, 10 p4B., north side of 27th Street betr/een Sixth and 
Seventh Avenues, nearer Seventh Avon jo. His car 
BROTBi/JI's) would be a dork gray Pontiac Sedan, bearing tags 
2 N 9088", 

QOU) said he was to give the opening pass words as: "Give regards from 
Helen and ask him about his wife Naomi and his baby girl." GOU) said -Uiat 
hal could, not recall what BROTttlAN's answering pass word would be. 

(2) This item Is a Manila folder containing three sheets 
of white paper with handwriting thereon and two additional blank sheets of 
paper. This material was found in a wooden box in the basement of KTJIRI 
GOUD's home on June 6, 1950. 
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This material tras shovai to K/JIRY GOLD on J’une 2U, 1950 
and he advised that it was In his handwritiiig and the material was concerned 
with operating data on a magnesium powder plant, Ke said that this material 
had been given to him verbally ly BROTHLL'II in about the Spring of 

19h3 for submission to the Soviet tKion. “ ^ 

- — — — G0IJ3 said that the material had not been turned over to the 

Soviets because th(y were not interested in anything which was BIiOTHLi;jJ*s 
own design. 

(3) This item consists of eleven pages of handwritten 
notes and handdrawn figures on legal size yellow paper; a single' sheet of 
ruled yellow paper -with number "3” in the upper right hand comer, "and 
notations beginning niinber ”2"; a single sheet of ruled yellow paper, entitled, 
"Notes on Computation"; four sheets of unruled white paper, bearing the 
numbers "16", "17", "18", and "19" in the upper right hand comer; and a 
sheet of white paper with the number "7" on top, containing typewriting and 
handwriting. This material was located in a group of miscellaneous papers 
found in a wooden box in the basement of E..RRjf GOLD'S home on June 6, 1950. 

Ki'JJEY GOLD advised that the eleven pages of handwritten 
notes and handdrawn figxires on legal size yellow paper v/as in his hand- 
writing and this material was concertied with mixing equipment. Ke said that 
this material was verbally given -bo him ty BROTHrL'JJ for submission to the 
Soviet Union, probably sometime around July, 19h2. Ke said he tliought 
that this data was completed on a Sundey morning in the offices of the 
Chemurgy Design Corporation. 

The ruled yelloyr paper -with the number "3" in the upper 
right hand comer and notations beginning number "3" was in BHOTKlL'Jl's 
handwriting, according to HijUCf GOLD. He said this material referred "to 
magnesium powder and had been given to GOLD by 3IlOTKMi.N for submission to 
■the Soviet Union. 


The four sheets of unruled ■white paper, bearing the numbers 
"16", "17", etc,, in the upper right hand corner, wore, according to GOLD, 
in his handwriting. He said this material referred to the Buna-S process. 

He said the encircled numbers on the left hand side of the first two pages 
refer to the boc^y of the Buna-S Report, probably the preliminary report. 

He said that this material v^as given to him by BROTHiLm for submission 
to the Soviets about February, 19U2, 
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The sheet of white peper rath the number n?" on top, 
according to GOLD, contained his handwriting and referred to mixing equipment. 
GOLD said that this was given to him by BROTILL'JJ for transmission to the 
Soviets and that he thought the portion of this material which was typed had 
been typed in the offices of the Chemurgy Design Corporation. GOIj} said 
ho got a more complete report from MOTELLN on the mixing equiment during 
the late summer or early fall of 19U2. 

(U) This itcan consisted of a light green colored folder, 
containing twenty-four pages of typewritten material, captioned, “An Approach 
to the Problem of Continuous Reactor, etc." This material is accompanied by 
thirteen additional tyi>ewritten pages of illustrative examples. There are 
also two sheets of tracing paper, one of v/hich reflects "Nomograph I", captioned, 
"Theoretical Circulating Capacity, etc."; while the other reflects "Nomograph 
II", captioned, "Theoretical Circulating Capacity of Propellers, etc," There 
are also throe sketch sheets from Chemurgy Design Corporation listing 
"Figure 1" through "Figure S” thereon* 

On June 21, 1950, H-HRY GOLD identified the material In this 
folder as being concerned with mixing data and said he believed this is part 
of the material BROTHli'JI wrote on mixing. He said he did not knov: irfiy he 
still had this in his possession but stated that there were three possibilities, 
which are as follows; 


1. That BROTffiL'JN later submitted the complete 
report on mixing data in late 19U2} 

2. That this is material GOLD got frcmi BROTHiiiAN 
subsequent to the time BROTKA'JI gave him a 
complotc report bn mixing equipment. This 
placed the time of delivery, according to 
GOLD, on this material sometime in 19U3* 

3. A slight possibility that GOLD obtrdnod it 
from BEIOTHLAJJ while he was working fc;? 
BROTHLI/JJ from 19U6 to 19U8, 


GOLD said that none of his handvrriting or handprinting 
appears on any of these pages, and feels that the handprinting shown 
thereon is that of BROTHbLiN. 

(5) This item consists of three copies of an eight 
page article on "General Methods of Aerosol Dispensing" j one throe page 
article on "Westinghouse Aerosol Containers"; two copies of a two page 
article on "Filling Density"; one three page article concerning Aerosol; 
three yellow shoots of paper containing drawings, "Figure I - Westinghouse 
Aerosol Container", Figure II - ilrmstrong Valve", "Figure V - Pennsylvai^ 
Engineer "Model Aerosol Dispenser," 
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This material was shown to UStM GOLD on June 21, 19S0. He 
said that much of this material is drqplication, and that it all refers to 
the Aerosol matter on which BaOTBiL'iN was working. GOLD said that the yellow 
sheets referred to all contain drawings executed by BROTEL'JJ, and that the 
handprinting on those drawings is also by BROTKAJJ^ 


GOLD said that he received this material sometime around 
May, 19U3, and that it was given to him by BR0TEV3! with the understanding 
that it would be turned over to the Soviet Union. GOID said that the reason 
he did not turn it over to his Soviet contact was that the Soviets had lost 
interest in vrork which was BROTItL'H's oivn design or invention. 


(6) This item consisted of a light green colored folder, 
containing several blueprints. This material was secured on Juno 6, 1950, 
The blueprints contained in this folder are as follows: 


1. A print of Chemurgy Design Corporation, 
number 10^-F, dated September 21, 19h2;

This material was shown to K.-HP.Y GOLD on June 22, 1990* 
this time, he advised that the above material all referred to the Rufort 
Plant which worked on a nickel catalyst, and for which pir's.t HROTHA'H did 
work while at Chemurgy, GOLD said that gave all of this material 

to him for submission to the Soviet Union but GOLD did not turn this 
material over to ’’SjAI" because ”S.UiI'' had told him the Soviets were not 
interested in anytHlSg'^hat was BROTEAJJ’s ov/n vrork or design. GOLD 
added that, at this time, "SAH" was trying to got GOLD to persuade BROTHLJJ 
to go to work for one of the big rubber manufacturing companies. 


(7) This item is a largo Ilanila enveopo which was located 
in a wooden box in the basement of GOLD'S residence on June 6, 1950. 

The Manila envelope contains a series of handiwritten notes on pages 
numbered five through sixteen, inclusive, on the letterhead stationery of 
the Golwynno Chemical Corporation, In addition to the handwritten pages, 
there are also fifty blank pages of paper, bearing the letterhead of tho 
same firm, contained in this envelope. 
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This material was shown to ILiUIT GOLD on June 22, 1950* 

Ke said that this was in his handwriting and that it musy have hcen copied 
from material that B RQTHtLU g ave GOLD on mixing equipment. GOLD said this 
may haVe been material that he helped BROTHtL'U on but he is sure the material 
was later ttomed over by BROTHL'JI to him in the form of a complete report 
and that GOU) turned the report over to "S/iU" about Augvist, 19U2. 

. (8) This item consisted of a Manila envelope found in a 

wooden box in the basOTieht of GOLD’S home on June 6, 1950 • Contained 

in this envelope were several blank income tax returns (Federal) for the 
year of 19^2, ;j^o contained in this envelope was a shipping order, dated 
January lli, 19U3, from the Enterprise Mill Soap TiTorks to M. E, DOUGKERTI 
at the Pennsylvania ;j.cohol Corporation, In this envelope were white 
sheets of paper, nvimbered ”1” through ”1;” and "17” through "25” • There was 
also one white sheet of paper and one yellow sheet of paper, containing 
irtiat appeared to be equations. 

This material was shown 'to Ej'JiRY GOLD on June 22, 1950* 

GOLD said the blank income tax, returns were just extra forms that he had 
obtained and never used. 

The shipping order, dated January Hi, 19li3, GOLD said, 
must have inadvertently been mixed in with his papers. 

The white ^sheets of paper, numbered "1" through "U" and 
"17" through “25", GOLD identified as being in his handwiting and said 
that it concerned mixing equipment and mixers, and that the material had 
been given to him by BROTlEL'iN for submission to the Soviet Union, 

The one white sheet of paper and the one yellow sheet of 
paper, containing what appears to bo ctjtratipns, GOLD said, was not in his 
handwriting. Ke said that it might be in BDOrKL’iN’s handvriting and he 
does not know to ^rtiat it refers, 

(9) This item consisted of twcnty^line blueprints and a 
cover letter, da.ted February 19, 19U1, from L.3y*;SlK"ER, lYatcr Treating 
Engineer, Grover Tank and Manufacturing Company, Inc., East Chicago, Indiana,

to be submitted to the Soviets, "'CJOlfl* said that the reason he was still 
in possession of this material and had not turned it over was for one of

Also included in this material and shown to GOLD on the 
same date are nine blueprints, which, GOLD stated, refer to a field 
filling device for Aerosol bonbs, GOLD said that these prints on the 
;ierosol bomb were given to him by BROTHSLJI for submission to the Soviets 
but that GOLD did not turn them over for the reason referred to above 
relative to the blueprints from the Graver Tank and Manufacturing Company. 

(10) This material was contained in a Manila folder 
located in a wooden box in the basement of GOLD* s residence on 

June 6, 1950. Contained in this folder arc tivonty-five typewritten pages, 
entitled "Questions and *jiswers Re the Liquid Mixing Data Sheet," 

This Manila folder boro the caption, "1. The Hendrick 
Co.'s Material on Mixing (3, says that this is also his work)," 

The material contrined in this Manila folder was shovm to 
H/JIRY GOLD on June 22, 1950. GOLD said that this v:as part of the data which 
BR0THM.’*N gave him on mixing data vdiich was to be turned over to the 
Soviet Ifciion, GOLD is of the opinion that the reason he still has this 
material is that it was supplanted by a revised report. He said that it 
was about September, 191^2 that BROTreLl* gave him this material. 

(11) This item was located’ in a wooden ;ox in the 
basement of K..RRY GOLD'S residence on June 6, 1950. This item consists of 
a folder in which there is contained sheets of paper, numbered from "29" 
through "51" and concerns itself vritth the "Gas Liquid Mixing Operations," 

This material was shown to Hi-HRY GOLD on June 22, 1950. 

He said that this material was part of the data described in item ten, above, 
and was also given to him by BROTKiL'J], possibly at-a different time, for 
submission to the Soviet Union, 
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(12) This item was located in^^'/oodcn box in tho 
basement of RJiRY GOLD'S residonco on June 6, 19^0. It consisted of a 
Manila envelope with the following notations written in red pencil on the 
outside! .

This envelope contained one typewritten page, which is numbered 52 at the 
top, and concerns itself with mixing equipment. 

On June 22, 1950, this item was shoTO to HJIRY GOLD, He 
advised that this was probably given to him ty BROTIIIi'J^^ at the same time 
that the material mentioned in item eleven v^as given to him. 

(13) This item was located in a wooden box in the 
basement of K.JIHT GOLD'S residence on June 6, 1950. It consists of a 
Manila folder, entitled, "2. A. S. N. E. Specifications," Contained in 
this folder are three sheets of white paper, numbered "26", "27" end "28", 
with typewriting on each page.

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March, 19k2, v4ien BROTHL’M g avo GOLD the complete Buna-S Report, GOLD 
said that BROTKlAN's report is extremely complete and detailed and 
indicates the quality of the work which was later turned over to "SA’a" by 
GOLD In the form of a typewritten and more complete report, 

GOLD stated that the reason this handwritten report is 
still in his possession is that the handwritten report was siqiplanted by 
the typewritten report, GOLD said that he noticed some of the pages of the 
handwritten report had been cut. He advised that they referred to corrections 
that the writer of the report made,

believed that IDODLESS had given him the above two names for GOLD to 
contact relative;; to getting into the service and being placed where 
his physical disability would not interfere, GOLD said that he never 
did anything about this as far as ho could recall.

Concerning- the above blueprints, which wore shown to 
K/iRRI GOLD on June 22, 1950, he said they were all given to him by 
BROTHii'JJ for submission to the Soviet Union, GOLD said that, while 
tfiescnblueprints are valuable, it would be nGCOsscry to furnish a report 
with them or some detailed explanation of the process as applied to the 
manufacture and design, and, for this reason, GOID did not submit these 
blueprints to his Soviet superior, "S/Ji,". GOID said these blueprints 
were given to him by BROTKiiU as merely a delaying action on the part 
of BROTKilAN against his promises to GOLD for completion on the report 
on the Buna-S Process. GOLD said that he received these blueprints
